lhis is, perhaps, the fattest number of the JoURNAL 
that has ever been issued, except only the New Buildings 
number in 1934. Year by year the Annual Report 
grows and there seems to be no means of keeping its 
length down if the increasingly lively part played in 


Institute affairs by a constantly increasing number of 


committees is to be presented adequately. ‘Though 
probably few members read the whole report, every 
member, we hope, reads some parts that have particular 
interest for him. Although it may seem tough fare, 
the report provides what is, perhaps, the only means 
available by which those not daily concerned with 
R.I.B.A. business can see the whole structure of the 
Institute in perspective. ‘This year, as last, the Annual 
Report number is swollen in size by the addition of 
the report of the presentation of the Royal Gold Medal 
—to Sir Raymond Unwin. 

The Royal Gold Medal night is always an occasion 
on which the Institute appears both at its grandest 
and its most genial. ‘The importance of the award, 
the distinguished public men who are gathered to honour 
the recipient and the Olympian aura which hangs 
round the hero give colour and magnificence, which, 


however, cannot overwhelm the friendly, almost 
informal nature of a ceremony which, whatever may be 
its regal and national nature, has behind it, in those 
years when the honour is conferred on one of our own 
members, something of the character of a domestic 
party. This is obviously not the place in which to 
try to add to or emulate the tributes paid to Sir 
Raymond by the three distinguished visitors. Their 
speeches were among the most eloquent that we have 
heard in the Institute for a long time and to them 
was added Sir Raymond’s own moving confession of 
faith. It was a grand night, one of those occasions 
when the Institute palpably gains in prestige and is 
most honoured by those whom it delights to honour. 


THe Loyat Appress TO Kinc GEORGE 

The President has received from the Home Secretary 
an acknowledgment expressing His Majesty’s “ deep 
appreciation of the sentiments of loyalty and devotion ”’ 
to which the Royal Institute’s Loyal Address gave 
expression. Sir John Simon also adds that “it gave 
the King much pleasure to receive from the Institute 
an Address so beautifully illuminated.” The Address, 
which was inscribed by Mr. Graily Hewitt, and was 
signed by the President, the Vice-Presidents, the 
Honorary Secretary and ‘Treasurer and the Secretary, 
was as follows :—The Loyal and Respectful Address of the 
Royal Institute of British Architects to His Most Gracious

The R.I.B.A. Foreign Relations Committee initiated 
some months ago an exchange visit of eleven German 
and eleven English architects. A fortnight ago the 
Germans (all from Miinster in Westphalia) arrived in 
London for eight days, where they were entertained with 
enormous success by a committee of the English party 
organised by John and Noel Brandon-Jones [A4.). 
Among the Miinster people were Carl Diening, who 
suggested the exchange in the first place, Eduard 
Pecks, nephew of Dr. J. Stiibben, and Peter Poelzig, son

tinguished of the Institute’s late Honorary Correspond- 
ing Members. ‘They saw the City and Westminster ; 
they went down to Greenwich in a boat; they saw 
St. Paul’s, Mickey Mouse, the Building Research 
Station and the Zoo. With Eton and Oxford they were 
delighted, and they all paid one, and some two, visits to 
Welwyn and Hampstead. Mr. F. S. Hammond |[L.], 
one of the English party, gave a magnificent dinner at 
Kettner’s to the thirty-odd members of both parties, 
ending up with paper caps, die Lorelei, tin whistles and 
Auld Lang Syne; and on their last night they all 
went to the A.A. reception and saw the lions as well as 
the jeunesse dorée of the English architect’s world. It 
was all great fun and it is to be hoped that this will be 
the first of many such exchanges, not only between 
London and Miinster but between other 
England and other parts of Germany and the world.

No other means at the 
disposal of the industry could possibly get such attention, 
and it is all the more effective because underlying the 
essential cultural purpose is an entertainment value 
which, in its own right, claims attention from a public 
not naturally accustomed to respond to preaching 
The films exhibited were Statue Parade, a review o{ 
London statues ; Down to the Sea, a publicity docu. 
mentary sponsored by the Southern Railway, the 
Central Electricity Board and the City of Portsmouth : 
Housing Problems, sponsored by the British Commercial 
Gas Association ; From Cover to Cover, one ot the best 
of Mr. Rotha’s films, promoted by the National Book 
Council, and a film prepared to demonstrate an electrical 
formula. As seen by the R.I.B.A. audience without 
any verbal commentary to assist understanding of its 
technical meaning this film had abstract values only, 
which excited the interest, even the enthusiasm, of 
two or three in the audience, but for the greater part 
it seemed that every picture must tell a story, and that, 
of course, is the purpose of documentaries.

PRESENTATION TO SIR RAYMOND UNWIN [F.], PAST-PRESIDENT

1937 


THe Presipent (Mr. Percy Tuomas) IN THE CHAIR 


During the past ninety years the Royal Gold 
Medal has been awarded to eighty-six men 
architects, historians, archeologists, authors, painters, 
culptors--men, it might seem, representative of 
every conceivable sphere of activity bearing any 
relationship to architecture. Yet it is surprising 
that to-night is the first occasion upon which the 
award has been made to a town planner. 

There have been those who have in one way or 
another turned aside from architecture to engage 
in the wider field of civic design, men such as Sir 
Charles Barry and Sir James Pennethorne, but 
Sir Raymond is the first Royal Gold Medallist to 
bear the title of town planner. 


On an occasion such as this there is a risk of 


eulogising the recipient of the medal, but Sir 
Raymond is his own defence against any tendency 
in that direction, for if he had his own way he would 
dispense with all honours for himself, and I think 
all ceremonial occasions. 

But we cannot allow his modesty to prevent us 
saying what we are entitled to think of him. 

The Institute to-night is merely the vehicle 
through which this honour is conveyed to Sir 





Raymond. It is the King’s medal, and, as such, 
is a national expression of esteem. But the merit 
of the award goes further; it is a national and 
professional recognition of Sir Raymond’s inter- 
national fame. In every corner of the world 
where town-planning and housing mean anything 
Sir Raymond’s name is known, and it is because 
of his work as designer of Letchworth, Hampstead 
Garden Suburb, and through his books and many 
articles that the English contribution to modern 
planning ideas is world famous. 

Sir Raymond and his partner, Mr. Barry Parker, 
materialised the Englishman’s ideal conception of 
home as a unit of house and garden combined. 

In 1914, four years after the great planning 
conference at the R.I.B.A., Sir Raymond was 
appointed to the Town Planning Department of the 
Local Government Board, and started a period of 
fourteen years’ service as the senior Government 
planning official in the country. These were years 
of vital importance in the evolution of English 
planning. The close, friendly relationship that 
has always existed between this Institute and the 
governmental side of planning, of which we had 
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evidence in the papers read at the General Meeting 
a month ago, has been established and developed 
largely by Sir Raymond’s skill and personality. 

When Sir Raymond retired from the Ministry 
in 1928 he was immediately made _ technical 
adviser to the Greater London Regional Planning 
Committee, and until the economic depression 
restricted that great work was able to prepare 
a series of invaluable reports which will always 
serve as the basis on which London’s plan will be 
evolved. 

His retirement from practice in 1934 meant no 
remission of work. It might even be true to say 
that since his “ retirement’? he has been busier 
than ever. Those of us in the R.I.B.A. who were 
able to see him at work as President, can _ best 
appreciate the qualities that have made him in 
demand as chairman or member of numberless 
national committees. 

In many other ways he has made _ valuable 
contributions to modern architecture and planning. 
I have hardly mentioned his writings—chief of them 
his. great book on ‘Town Planning in Practice

I will not bore you by attempting to express the 
gratitude I feel towards my fellow members of this 
Institute for the generosity which has led them to 
select me to be this year’s recipient of the Gold 
Medal, so graciously given by His Majesty the King, 
or the pleasure which such a mark of their apprecia- 
tion has given to me and to my family. That no 
works of mine merit such distinction, I am very 
conscious ; moreover, such merit as they may have 
is largely due to those who have co-operated in their 
production, particularly to my partner for many 
years, Barry Parker, to distinguished architects whom 
I have consulted, such as Sir Aston Webb and Sir 
Edwin Lutyens, and to a brilliant and loyal band of 
assistants, among whom I would like to mention that 
lovable man, Penty, so recently lost to us, Alwyn 
Lloyd, Mottram, Pointon Taylor, Thompson, Wade, 
and Herbert Welch, all worthy members of this 
Institute, to whom I am glad here to acknowledge 
my very great indebtedness. 

It is, however, to my connection with the develop- 
ment, during my lifetime, of housing and planning 
that I like to think this mark of distinction is due ; 
and that it signifies mainly your appreciation of the 
value and importance of those movements. Here, 
too, I have been favoured by good fortune. One 
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or his work as consultant and lecturer 

and America and in Europe. Sir Ray 
just returned from America, where he 
lecturing at Columbia University, and 
we are proud that his services are in 
overseas we can ill afford to lose his 
services in our own country. 

The award of a knighthood in 1932, his election 
as our President in 1931 and the award of honorar 
degrees by the universities of Manchester, Prague, 
and ‘Toronto testify that his services have not 
gone unrecognised. ‘This honour which the King 
confers on him to-night is perhaps the crowning 
one of them all. 

In conclusion I think I am right in saying that 
Sir Raymond regards all these honours less than the 
respect and affection in which he is held by ever 
member of the Royal Institute. . 

The Royal Gold Medal is not the Institute's 
affair only. It is awarded on the Institute’s nomin- 
ation by the King, in whose name I now have 
pleasure in asking Sir Raymond to receive the 
award.

who was privileged to hear the beautiful voice of 
John Ruskin declaiming against the disorder and 
degradation resulting from the laissez-faire theories 
of life ; to know William Morris and his work ; and 
to imbibe in his impressionable years the thoughts 
and writings of men like James Hinton and Edward 
Carpenter, could hardly fail to follow after the ideals 
of a more ordered form of society, and a better 
planned environment for it, than that which he saw 
around him in the ’seventies and ’eighties of last 
century. I will only add for the encouragement of 
my younger hearers, that such work as I have been 
able to do towards that end, spite of setbacks, and 
disappointment at slow progress, has filled my life 
with interest and happiness, culminating in the 
pleasure you are giving me to-night with this token 
of your approval of my connection with this great 
movement. For a great movement it is: one on 
the wise guidance of which largely depends the 
future of human life in society. Whether our present 
social system can develop into something more com- 
pletely satisfying to the whole nature of man ; oF 
whether the great wave of progress on which our 
civilisation has been carried forward so far must be 
broken against the rocks of difficulty, and mankind 
must fall back to await a fresh start on a new wave. 
will depend in no small measure on whether men 
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can learn to apply the art of orderly planning to their 
life, and to the environment in which that life finds 
its setting. 

Spending in recent years much time among that 
ister people over the sea, which sprang from our 
race, and carried our culture to develop it under 
vastly dillerent conditions ; and having been privi- 
leged to share actively in the kindred movements 
there; | have had the opportunity of seeing the 
tendency of each country, in turn, from the more 
detached point of view across the ocean. Con- 
templated thus, there seems to emerge with greater 
clearness the force of the circumstances which are 
compelling our two peoples to accept the necessity 
for a form of society more consciously ordered, and 
to extend the practice of planning an environment 
for that society, more expressive than at present of 
that new social order. There emerges also the urgent 
need that we should clearly understand the nature 
of that planning to which we are being driven, and 
should diligently cultivate both the faculties which 
can accomplish work so difficult, and the characters 


to which activities may safely be trusted, which, if 


abused, may easily threaten the spheres within 
which the individuality of man is sacred. That 


planning is compatible with a full development of 


individuality seems to follow from the fact that the 
main value of all co-operation springs from the 
differences in faculty and equipment of those co- 
operating. One of man’s most notable achievements 
has been the formation of communities which 


depend for their life and progress on the extent of 


the difference in endowment and training of the 


individuals who compose them, not on the degree of 


their standardisation. That creation of values due 
to the association or co-operation of individualities 
which are different is, after all, the essence of all 
planning or design. 

Looking first from this side of the ocean, the 
impulse towards planning as part of administrative 
activities in the United States appears most spectacu- 
lar, not only because of its rapid progress but 
because of the extent to which the reversal of their 
traditional attitude is involved. 

When we recall that the American people broke 
away from British control, after a long struggle 
against a government from across the sea, having 
small understanding of their needs, or sympathy 
with their aspirations, we need feel no surprise at 
the general suspicion of all governmental activities 


which has hitherto prevailed among them. If 


lurther the fact is recalled that in the year 1776, 
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which dates the declaration of independence, there 
was published Adam Smith’s ** Wealth of Nations,” 
the individualist Bible ; and that for a century 
thereafter the American Republic possessed an open 
frontier offering unlimited opportunities for indi- 
vidual enterprise ; small ground for surprise remains 
that the American people adopted the doctrine of 
laissez-faire more wholeheartedly, dreaded govern- 
ment action more deeply, and developed an indi- 
vidualism more rugged than was ever the 
over here. 


Case 


Yet to-day we see planning already being pro- 
moted to a key place in public administration. As 
evidence of this, three examples only need be men- 
tioned. The wonderful work being accomplished 
by the Tennessee Valley Authority, composed of 
three remarkable men, who are planning the con- 
servation and use of a territory about four-fifths the 
size of England, and situated in seven separate 
States, each possessed of sovereign power, is the first. 
It affords a striking instance of how, through 
judicious planning, the control of all the ‘Tennessee 
valley, the extension of the navigation eighty miles 
further up the river, and the preservation of land 
from floods, have led on to protection from serious 
soil erosion, and the production of cheap electrical 
power, thus laying a foundation for a local land and 
industrial development, which promises to redeem 
one of the most poverty-stricken areas in the States. 
Following on this, it is surely significant that both 
in the new Charter recently adopted for the govern- 
ment of the city of New York, and in the scheme put 
forward by the President for the reorganisation of 
the Federal Government, planning is installed as 
providing a permanent and important element in 
administration, largely independent of party changes. 

The new Charter was adopted for that great city 
by an overwhelming majority vote of the people 
in the last municipal election. By it, a permanent 
planning commission is created, and is given a 
specal status of independence to enable it to deal 
with the city as a whole, a status which incidentally 
aroused the fruitless opposition of the ‘Tammany 
interests. Its duties are to supply all the depart- 
ments of the city with data and advance information 
bearing on city growth, considered from the point 
of view of what is best for the whole city; to 
co-ordinate and support the planning agencies of 
the five boroughs which make up greater New York ; 
and to indicate to the five Presidents of those 
boroughs, to the Transit Commission, and many 
other bodies, how their functions can be brought 
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into harmony, helped by the Commission’s planning 
activities. 

Stull more significant is the place which planning 
takes in the report on Administrative Management 
in the Government of the United States, which was 
presented to the President on January 8 last, and 
which the President has adopted as the basis upon 
which he seeks to secure the reorganisation of the 
Federal Administration. In that report, chapter [V 
is devoted to planning. It recalls that there are 
47 State Planning Boards making State-wide plans 
for the best use of State resources ; that there are 
1,100 City Planning Boards occupied with the special 
problems of urban communities; that there are 
400 County Boards and several of a regional charac- 
ter dealing with planning problems in which several 
States are concerned; and that there are also 
20 Commissions on various aspects of inter-State 
co-operation. Before coming to its recommendation 
that practically all other Boards and Commissions 
should be brought under one or other of the cabinet 
ministers, the report recommends that a Permanent 
National Resources Board should be set up, to 
replace the present temporary committee, to serve 
as a central planning agency under the President, 
and to enable him to deal most readily with the 
many scattered and important agencies and their 
relations to the over-all view of administrative 
management. ‘The report says ‘ These problems 
cut across many departmental and jurisdictional 
lines, as in the notable instances of land, water, 
public works and industrial resources, and require 
combined examination. If we look forward a little, 
it is easy to see many other emerging problems which 
will call for unified study and planning in many 
fields of national resources, both human and 
physical.” I quote two more sentences further 
defining the proposal. “ Such a Board is useful in 
proportion as it is detached from immediate prac- 
tical power and responsibility,” and, “* The transla- 
tion of over-all planning into action would, however, 
be the administrative responsibility of the Executive 
and dependent finally, of course, upon the decision 
of the Congress.” One is tempted to ask whether 
we may be seeing in these American developments 
the emergence of a new part which planning may 


come to play in governmental administration. If 


it can supply a stable basis of plan and _ policy, 
founded on technical knowledge and skilled design, 
and not on mere party points of view, may it not 
contribute a guiding and steadying element in 
democratic government which will control and 
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diminish the excessive pendulum swings of policy 
which are liable to cripple party government. | 

Among the wide-range problems with which the 
American administration are struggling, and for 
which planning is needed, are, the redistribution of 
agriculture, industry and _ population, rendered 
needful by soil exhaustion, wind and water erosion, 
floods, and changes in foreign commerce : as well 
as the provision of housing accommodation [or those 
transferred, for the slum dwellers, and for the lower 
income groups of the people generally, integrated 
into complete rural and urban community units, 
Here I would like to say how eagerly and gratefully 
any experiences which we older countries have had 
in dealing with similar problems are received and 
welcomed. 

Reversing now the viewpoint ; on returning home 
after six months’ absence, a new force impelling us 
to take up national planning has become evident ; 
one which may prove more potent than any of the 
previous reasoned arguments. I could have wished 
that full realisation of the need, and faith in human 
character and capacity, rather than fear of air 
raids, might have been the more potent influence ! 
There is, however, a close connection, for unless 
the ordered planning of international relations can 
soon be restored and strengthened, the nations of 
the world are in serious danger of drifting into a 
chaos even more disastrous than that which is 
driving us to realise the need of planning for our 
great towns. 

As to the need, all I will say is that, hardened as 
I am to the slums of many lands, what we saw on 
the drive from the East Surrey Docks to Blackfriars 
Bridge, came upon me with a shock of disgust ; 
such a mass of congestion, confusion, hideous 
squalor and misery as that drive reveals would 


almost reconcile one to a second Great Fire of 


London. 

Then among the first articles | read were those 
of Sir William Beveridge in The Times on * The 
Home Front in War.” May I recall for you a few 
lines in the concluding article : 

** And, however dreary the main conclusion, it 
has two brighter features. 

‘* First, many of the things that we ought to do 
now for preparedness in war will make a_ better 
country in peace. Restoration of the depressed 
areas of the West and North, stopping the growth 
of London, scattering population in place of letting 
it crowd yearly closer into the cities, increase of dairy 
herds and milk consumption, better housing and 
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better roads, are all measures to be desired for their 
own sake, and not for war preparedness alone. 

“ Second, whatever hesitation we may have about 
armaments as a way to peace, our scruples do not 
apply to preparedness on the home front. ‘To become 
more dangerous to others is a doubtful road to 
peace ; to become less vulnerable threatens no man 
and raises no doubts.” 

The following lines from the leading article on the 
subject complete the picture : 

“Once committed to the practice of extracting 
good from evil, and of making a virtue of necessity, 
we may well find that its application is not restricted 
to material concerns. The transition from an 
individualist to a co-ordinated economy is not the 
only task which confronts modern democratic 
statesmanship. 

“Yet in truth difficulties arise only because the 
remnants of the laissez-/aire tradition still hang about 
the conception of freedom.” 

Truly, I find we on this side of the water are being 
impelled also to take up National Planning. There 
followed a few days later the statement on behalf 
of the Government, quoting the conviction as to 
industry expressed by Sir Malcolm Stewart, “ that 
the further expansion in Greater London should be 
curtailed as a means of securing a more evenly dis- 
tributed production in which the special areas might 
share.” The Minister of Labour said that the con- 
tinued expansion of London raised problems of 
public health, communications, vulnerability in 
time of war, and similar wider issues, which the 
Government felt deserved authoritative and com- 
prehensive study, and they proposed to appoint a 
Royal Commission for that purpose. 

The significance of these happenings in our two 
lands must be my excuse for asking you to consider 
further the nature of this planning activity, the 
faculties required for its exercise, and the steps 
needed to find those endowed with such faculties 
and to train them for the work. The particular con- 
tribution which the planner has to make is the 
forming of a conception embodying a new arrange- 
ment or order ; a conception based on an imagina- 
tive appreciation of those values which can be 
created as the direct result of the relations and pro- 
portions in which parts are combined to form a new 
whole. The conception must be realised and 


visualised with sufficient clearness to be expressible 
In some form, to enable it to be communicated and 
executed. ‘To be of value, such conception must be 
based on accurate scientific data relative to all the 
parts and to the results of combining them. ‘The 
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collection of those data, however, and the complete 
scientific understanding of each of the parts, are 
not necessarily included in the planner’s duty ; much 
may be contributed by others : which is fortunate 
for the planner! For us, then, the word planning 
includes a new mental conception sufficiently defined 
or clearly visualised in relation to conditions and 
locality to be capable of expression and realisation. 
In some ways, design is a better term, as being more 
detached from the idea of a two-dimensional paper 
plan ; for in so far as planning has relation to the 
physical environments of life, it must be three 
dimensional. Physical planning is, however, only a 
part of life planning ; and though limitation of any 
one man’s powers must require that separate indi- 
viduals, enjoying a different endowment of faculties 
and training, shall chiefly deal with the physical, 
and with the economic and other branches of life 
planning, a clear understanding by each of the 
aims and methods of the others will alone lead to 
effective work by either. Planning in the full sense 
here meant has, of course, been generally applied 
on a small scale, perhaps especially by the architect, 
who, if he is fully equipped, follows just the method 
described ; he masters the problem, forms a con- 
ception of the best solution, and expresses it in his 
design. Be it only a simple dwelling with which he 
is concerned, he must meditate on the family life, 
its needs, and the opportunities for satisfying them 
which the site and the funds available afford. He 
will, while forming his mental plan, see that life 
going forward in the rooms as he groups them, and 
will gradually visualise the conception in relation 
to that life and to the local surroundings. ‘This is a 
unified process, in which the elements of convenience, 
comfort and comeliness are conceived and worked at 
concurrently. It is a process quite different from, 
and far more effective than any mere trial and error 
method of compiling the parts, first satisfying the 
utilities one by one, and then trimming up the 
result with applied architecture—a method, alas ! 
too often followed. Indeed, it is this separation of 
the architectural treatment from any organic rela- 
tion to, and expression of the utility and structure 
of the building, which has led some to the opposite 
extreme of regarding functional efficiency and beauty 
as the same thing. Things which are inseparable 
are by no means the same thing ; as, for example, 
tune and tone. In the process of forming the con- 
ception of a house in a village, or on a hill-side, 
provision for the comfort of the occupants, the 
structure, and the place which it must take in the 
landscape picture, all appear in the mind together, 
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and are formed in one, not in separate processes of 
thought and imagination. If this method of planning 
is the one needed in the case of a single building, 
this becomes not less, but more important as the 
sphere of the planning is extended to the site of 
many buildings, to the neighbourhood, the suburb 
or the town, and thence still further to the region, 
the State, or the nation ; and as the conditions to 
be satisfied consequently become more numerous 
and more complex. The relative extent of the part 
which actual visualisation of the plan will play in 
forming the conception will no doubt diminish as 
the field of planning is extended ; but the physical 
environment remains, however wide the sphere, 
and the visualising of the plan to be expressed in it 
cannot be eliminated from the complete conception. 

Contemplating these wider fields of planning 
activity, we may well ask how one brain can com- 
mand all that is necessary to enable its owner to 
form the right conception ! 
knowledge and the depth to which it must be pur- 
sued to secure a mastery in any of the parts, have 
been increasing very rapidly. There was a time 
when an architect, an engineer or a doctor could 
have an acquaintance with all that was then known 
about his subject. ‘To-day that is no longer possible 
for any of them. Not long ago we trained an 
engineer ; to-day we may find eight or ten separate 
schools training different kinds of engineers. The 
expert in any line is being more and more com- 
pelled to comply with the definition, first uttered 
in irony, that he is one who knows more and more 
about less and less. ‘This specialised knowledge and 
the attitude of mind which springs from such con- 
centration are the very opposite of what is needed 
by the planner, who must think in terms of the 
relations of the parts, and must concentrate his 
imagination and his vision on the creation of a whole 
through the ordering of those relations. To this 
art of planning specialists must contribute the 
scientific facts relating to the several parts on which 
the whole must be based: these no single brain 
could contain, and no wise planner will attempt to 
acquire. He will welcome all the help which 
experts can give him. No mere assembly of the 


specialised knowledge, and of the partial points of 


view of many experts, will, however, of itself con- 
stitute a clear conception of the whole. There must 
be one brain, one imagination, to form the concep- 
tion which will fuse these into one coherent whole. 
On the scale of regional and national planning 
under modern conditions, this is a new demand on 
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man’s powers. How can we best prepare inen for 
this task? The nearest analogy is to be found in 
the training of the architect, and, perhaps in a few 
cases, that given to the landscape architects, among 
S 


whom some of the best planners in America have 
been found. 

The problem is an interesting one, raising the 
question whether we can directly train the planner 
as such, giving him selected acquaintance with all 
the specialised fields of activities ; and whether, if 
that be attempted, there will not be missing from 
his make-up such experience of more thorough 
training in one of the fields, as would help him to 
appreciate fully the difference between the general 
acquaintance with many subjects, which the planner 
must have, and the complete knowledge of his one 
subject which constitutes the expert. To adopt a 
training which seeks to generalise the field of know- 
ledge after a reasonable experience of specialised 
training in one branch, would seem to be the better 
way. For one thing, the possession of the full 
planning faculties in the high degree needed for 
large-scale work may prove rare; and a more 
specialised training would enable those who fail to 
develop the necessary qualities to fall back on their 
specialised profession. 

An interesting development recently made at 
Yale University is not without bearing on our 
problem. A director of post-graduate _ studies 
was appointed, whose duty it is to arrange just 
such generalising courses as are needed to supple- 
ment more specialist trainings leading to degrees. 
By way of example, we may take the case of one 
who had taken the landscape degree course, and 
wished to be better equipped to become a ranger 
in one of the vast natural areas which are reserved 
in America, such as the Yellowstone National Park. 
Special courses were arranged for him, as, for 
example, in anthropology to equip him better for 
dealing with the Indians, in zoology to help in the 
care of the animal life, and in the antiquarian 
school to enable him to recognise and preserve from 
destruction any ancient remains found in_ the 
territory. 

lo equip men for regional and national plan- 
ning, a far wider range of subjects must be covered. 
While one would not wish to shut the door on any 
man who finds himself equipped with the necessary 
faculties ; the most promising course is to build on 
the architect’s training, which is perhaps the best 
foundation available. On the more technical side 
the practice which the students get in conceiving, 
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yisualising and expressing solutions of the limited 
problems presented by single buildings and _ their 
sites, can be extended gradually to include the pro- 
oressiVCly wider fields of neighbourhood, town and 
regional planning. Concurrent post-graduate 
courses may give the needed insight into the many 
other aspects of life for which the plans must pro- 
vide, and the other sciences or professions, on which 
their realisation must depend. These lines are being 
followed tentatively by the Architectural Associa- 
tion, and in a school of Housing City and Country 
Planning which is being developed in one of the 
largest American universities. It is attached to the 
School of Architecture ; and in addition to affording 
opportunities for all the undergraduate students 
of that school to learn something of housing and site 
planning, and to become acquainted with the 
purpose of city planning ; it will provide a two- 
years’ post-graduate course in planning. This will 
include special courses arranged in co-operation 
with the relevant schools dealing with industrial, 
municipal, transport and other branches of engineer- 
ing; economics, particularly as affecting land 
planning, land values and urban development ; 
geography, geology, agriculture and landscape 
treatment ; sociology and psychology, so far as 
helpful to the understanding of the life of men in 
communities and their individual reactions to their 
environment and to changed conditions ; the right 
use and clear graphic expression of statistical 
information ; and the legal and administrative 
powers or methods relating to housing and planning. 


All these courses will be set in a background of 


wider historical knowledge than can be given in 
any specialised course, even that of architecture. 
Much of this post-graduate course, formed primarily 
to broaden the training of technical planners, would 
be invaluable as giving an insight into the methods 
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and uses of planning, for those who intend to devote 
their lives to local and national administration or 
politics ; indeed, courses on similar lines here and 
in America are being attended by many who have 
no intention of becoming technicians. During the 
past century this Institute and its members have 
given liberally of their time and resources to evolve 
and promote methods of education for the architect, 
which would recognise his purpose and seek to 
equip him for providing in the spirit of under- 
standing and sympathy, buildings which will shelter 
with the greatest convenience and comeliness, the 
varied activities which make up the life of mankind. 
Social and economic development is to-day requiring 
that the wider environment which accommodates 
man’s community and national life shall also be 
planned with respect both for the extensive common 
interests which men share, and for that individuality 
which alone enables each man to make some 
significant contribution to the common life. The 
task is a great one ; it is urgent; this must be my 
excuse for expressing my thanks for past indulgence 
and present encouragement in the form of a request 
for fresh service ! From this Institute I ask that in 
co-operation with others interested you will con- 
tribute from your rich experience towards the 
formulation and institution of an educational course 
adequate for training men equipped to tackle the 
extensive planning problems for which modern 
conditions are forcing us to find solutions. 

Of our Government I venture to ask that they 
will, without delay, set up a National Planning body 
capable of studying the many needs and resources 
of our people, of creating an ordered pattern of 
relations between them, and of planning a con- 
venient setting for them in a beautiful form of 
environment for which our land offers opportunities 
both rich and varied. 
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I believe that it is still possible, if we can learn 
this art of planning, for us to form a society or a 
community in these islands which will be able to live 
a full and a rich life, not only without desecrating 
that wonderful range of beauty which has come to

or HERBERT SAMUEL, P.C., G:C.B:.. 'G.B.E. : 
If anyone ever writes an obituary notice about me, 
I hope he will say at least this, that he was the Minister 
who brought Raymond Unwin into the public service. 
When, in 1914, I became President of the Local Govern- 
ment Board, since renamed the Ministry of Health, 
I was astonished to find that there was no officer in 
that department, no whole-time expert officer, whose 
specific task it was to organise and develop the national 
movement for town planning. It was obvious that a 
new post had to be created, and that was done ;_ the 
natural reluctance of the ‘Treasury was overcome, and a 
selection had to be made among those who were regarded 
in those days as somewhat unpractical and perhaps 
cranky idealists. Obviously the best man for the 
new post was Raymond Unwin, not then raised to the 
dignity of knighthood. 

So fully has that nomination been justified that I 
feel that to-night I shine with a very remote reflected 
glory. The reflection is faint, but still it is there. 
The ‘Town Planning Act in those days was a novelty. 
Strangely late in our national history did we realise 
the need for the planning of our towns ; strangely late 
was it understood how shameful was the social environ- 
ment of the masses of the people in the greater number 
of our industrial cities, which had been inherited by the 
nineteenth century from the eighteenth and made 
worse by the industrial developments of the nineteenth 
century. The eighteenth century was indifferent to 
the social conditions of the people ; it was a century 
of palaces and slums, a covering of splendour over 
squalor. Now at last, in the twentieth century only, 
have we realised in some degree the truth about these 
matters, and have vigorously engaged in a_ national 
effort to redeem our cities from the shameful conditions 
of the earlier days. 

It needs effort. It was said of Dalton, the great 
chemist, that he was in politics what might be called a 
** liberal-conservative,” which was defined to mean a 
man who thought that things ought to progress but 
would rather they remained as they were. Unhappily, 


there are very many such, and against that inertia we 
have to endeavour to make head. 

Now the men have been forthcoming, and a vast 
and powerful national movement for planning our 
towns, and for planning other things as well, has been 
set on foot. 


So vast is that movement now that itself 
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us as an inheritance but with the possibilit, of one 
day being able as a people to live in thi. island 
beautifully, and, as our forefathers once did. to add 


to the beauty which has been given us. Th. : is the 
ideal of the planner.

Among the leaders of this movement, that now has 
become so vast and so powerful, is our medallist of to- 
night, and we meet here in order to express to him some 
part of the gratitude which the nation feels to him for 
his life’s work. 


Dr. CHRISTOPHER ADDISON, P.C.: I have 
been asked, as the last occupant of the chair of the 
Local Government Board and the first Minister of 
Health, to be associated with this meeting. I am 
greatly cheered by what I have heard from Sir Raymond 
to-night ; it reminds me of the ideals which he used to 
set before me sometimes, when I had a few minutes to 
listen to him, in 1919: and his ideals are undiminished. 
I remember then that he was never one of those who 
made the mistake of missing the wood for the trees, but 
that he was then, as I know he has ever been since, 
intensely practical and fully cognisant of the difficulties 
that lie immediately before him, whilst never losing 
sight of his ideal. 

I wondered, as I listened to him, why it was that he 
omitted from his review something which I happen to 
know will appear in the printed account of his address, 
the impression of the long miles of squalor which 
confront those who come from the Docks to Black- 
friars, and which makes one think that there is no 
solution for the clearing up of that mess unless some 
body of persons, and finally one unfortunate man, are 
given power and authority in respect of it. 

Sir Raymond Unwin has brought us forward a long 
way. For one man who thought like him in 1919, 
when he used to instruct me, there are a hundred who 
do so to-day. But I wonder whether the pace is quick 
enough, whether it will be quick enough to prevent 
more and more of our countryside being made too 
hideous for redemption. We have in our midst my 
friend Mr. Hudson, from the Ministry of Health, and 
he will, I feel sure, convey to his Minister the message 
of Sir Raymond, and will read, mark, learn and 
inwardly digest the message ; but we shall never have 
planning, as I am sure Sir Raymond wishes us to have, 
and as we should have, if everybody and every authority 
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is to be « law unto himself. It has been that embarrass- 
ment ¢ multitude of authorities and interests—and 
the vain endeavour to reconcile the irreconcilable 
that has. | think, stood in the way of our advance. | 
was chaman of the National Parks Committee, and | 
speak ! ngly !

G:C.M:G., 
K.C.B. : Sir Herbert Samuel told you that he appeared 
here to-night lighted by a reflected beam, the beam 
from Sir Raymond. I am here to-night lighted by the 
beam reflected from Sir Herbert Samuel and coming 
from Sir Raymond. Sir Herbert Samuel brought 
Sir Ravmond to the Local Government Board ; I, in 
an unusual and unexpected moment of intelligence, saw 
that he came back, after he had been Director of Housing 
at the Ministry of Munitions, in preparation for Dr. 
Addison’s housing scheme. 

[ do not think that anyone who has had the privilege 
of being in official contact with Sir Raymond Unwin 
can have any feeling other than that which has been 
expressed by the two speakers who immediately pre- 
ceded me, a feeling of affection, of admiration and of 
thankfulness. Sir Raymond has started a movement— 
for it was he who actually gave it form, shape and 
birth— which is bound to spread, not only in this country 
but throughout the whole world. He is a man who is to 
be envied, for he is a man who has started a successful 
movement of orderly planning, in contradistinction to 
some others, like myself, for example, who tried to start a 
movement of orderly planning and found that it led 
into a mess. 

After the War, when peace had been established, 
looking round this country and looking round the 
world, I was one of that numerous body which said 
“Never again!” We said, ‘‘ Let us plan for peace ; 
let us devise peace between the nations.” When I had 
the great privilege of representing this country at 
Washington one of the things for which I strove—and 
for the moment there appeared to be some successful 
result to that striving—was to organise peace. In 
1923, you will remember, under Lord Balfour and 
Lord Lee, with myself as the third and least important 
delegate, this country entered with the United States 
into a series of treaties, the most important one of which 
was for the limitation of armaments. We thought that 
we were planning for peace. We meant to ; we strove 
to, and we hoped that the work which we had done was 
really making for a peaceful world. 
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Now, however, fourteen years later, we see that in the 
ill-omened thirteenth year after that limitation of 
armaments we were brought to the very verge of war 
because we had not power, the sea power upon which 
the Empire has been built. As we look round, we see 
that those who planned then for peace planned less 
securely than some who were planning for war. In a 
world bristling with dictators, nothing is more clear, 
I think, to-day, than that the rapid and enormous 
development of weapons is giving defence such a great 
preponderance over attack that war grows in fact less 
likely than it was during the years when we were 
planning for peace. 

I do not draw from that the lesson that planning is 
wrong, that planning will not lead to what we seek, but 
I do take from it the lesson that we have to begin at 
the very foundation, to plan for the individual home, to 
plan for the environment of the people, to plan for the 
life work of those people, and so build from the founda- 
tion upwards ; and therefore to-night, as one who was 
to some extent responsible for an effort in planning 
which proved in the result to be unsuccessful, I am more 
than pleased to be allowed to say how much now I 
recognise the importance of these foundations which 
Sir Raymond has been laying. It is from foundations 
such as he has laid that the future of the world will be 
shaped and planned, and not by beginning at the top, 
as We in 1923 tried to do. 

When, therefore, I received your invitation to be here 
to-night, and when I received from your Secretary the 
notification that you were going to allow me to speak 
for a few moments to this great and distinguished 
audience, I felt particularly glad and particularly happy 
that this privilege was mine, because I realised more 
fully than I did in the years past, when I had the 
privilege of being in contact with Sir Raymond, that his 
was the right beginning, his was the movement from 
which many things have yet to grow ; and I believe 
from the very depths of my being that those things 
will be of great importance not only to this country, not 
only to Europe, but to the world. 

The following letter from Mr. BARRY PARKER | F.] 
was read to the meeting : 

Dear MAcA.ItsteR,—I have written very regretfully 
to you telling you that illness at home is preventing 
my being present when the Royal Gold Medal is 
presented to Sir Raymond Unwin. 

You have asked me to contribute something about 
the partnership which subsisted for so long between 
Sir Raymond Unwin and myself. 

To say when this partnership began is impossible. 
Sir Raymond is my half-cousin and from his leaving 
Magdalen College School, Oxford, he practically has 
been my brother, and he eventually became my 
brother-in-law. Before I left school we had quite 
decided that we would go into partnership some day and 
during my training and assistantships whenever pro- 
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posals were made to me which bore on my future I 
always said this was settled. 

At first Sir Raymond and I worked more or less 
independently, but in constant consultation about the 
work we each had in hand. 

Family ties dictated my going to Buxton, where my 
home then was, and my doing my work there with Sir 
Raymond’s joining me there in view. ‘This he very 
soon did, and we practised from Buxton until our 
appointment as consultants to First Garden City, Ltd., 
indicated our coming here. ‘Then the Hampstead 
Garden Suburb came along and this indicated that 
Sir Raymond should open an office, and go and live, 
at Hampstead, and the office then established existed 
until the partnership was terminated by Sir Raymond 
going to the Ministry of Health. 

No partnership agreement was ever drawn up in 
legal form, or even committed to writing. Between 
Sir Raymond and me this was unnecessary. 

To avoid our having to refer to a third party we 
had, however, an understanding as to whose decision 
should be final in the event of our ever failing to reach 
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agreement about anything. Suffice it to ; there 
was only one occasion on which we had to ac: on this 
understanding and it was purely trivial. In fact, it 
was on the construction of a smoke flue in a |ouilding 
we were designing. ' 

On the main theme of Sir Raymond’s aciclress | 
might add that Mackenzie King once said that private 
rights ceased when they became public wronvs. We 
are beginning to realise that private rights should 
cease even before they become public wrongs anc should 
cease when they are inconsistent with the best interests 
of communities. Every advance in planning is from 
our personal gains at the expense of communities 
towards our personal gains as members of communities, 
To these things being realised, both here and in America, 
is due the satisfaction we feel in the advances which 
are being made, and it is to their being more fully realised 
that we look with hope to the future. I think to-day 
we are chiefly grateful to Sir Raymond for the examples 
he has given of ways in which they are being realised.

MEMORANDUM ON THE PROPOSED REVISIONS 


The aitention of members is called to the notice 
of the Special General Meeting to be held on Mon- 
dav, 10 May 1937, at 5 p.m., which is printed on 
page 6:8, and to the revised draft Bye-laws which 
are issued with this number of the JOURNAL. 

The Constitutional Committee was appointed 
in June 1935, with the following terms of reference : 

* That a special Committee of the Council be appointed 
for the purpose of considering and reporting upon what, 
if any, changes are desirable in the constitution and 
composition of the Council, the Standing Committees, 
the Executive Committee and the Allied Societies’ Con- 
ference for the purpose of making these bodies more 
efficient instruments for the work which they have to 
perform, and that the President be requested to assist 
the Council by nominating a Committee of not more than 
ten members half of them being members of the Allied 
Societies’ Conference for the purpose stated.”

Mr. Charles Woodward (London). 

lt will be noted that the members of the Con- 
stituuional Committee were very carefully chosen 
io represent both London and the provinces. All 
ihe meetings of the Committee were presided over 
by the President and the recommendations put 
forward have the unanimous and cordial support 
of all the members of the Committee. 

The Committee reported to the Council in 
November 1936, and the report was generally 
approved subject to consideration being given by 
the Committee to the suggestions of individual 
members of the Council and the Allied Societies’ 
Conference to whom it was also referred. 

The report was considered at two meetings of the 
Conference and the general principles underlying 
the recommendations of the Committee were 


approved, suggestions being made for consideration 
by the Constitutional Committee on a few points 
of detail. 


The Constitutional Committee having considered 
the various suggestions put forward reported back 
to the Council, recommending the amendment of 
the report on certain points. The report was 
finally approved by the Council on 8 March, when 
instructions were given for the necessary revisions 
in the Bye-laws to be drafted for submission to the 
requisite Special General Meetings. The revised 
draft Bye-laws were approved by the Council on 
12 April. 

The changes recommended chiefly affect the con- 
stitution of the Council, the Standing Committees 
and the Allied Societies’ Conference. 


THE COUNCIL 

No drastic changes are recommended. Propor- 
tional representation was discussed at great length 
both in Committee and at the two meetings with 
the Allied Societies’ Conference, but it was agreed 
that the present mixed system of part representation 
and part election very much better suited the needs 
and work of the R.I.B.A. It was thought desirable 
to reduce the number of members of the Council and 
to this end the number of ex-officio members has 
been cut down and also the number of Licentiate 
members as this is not a permanent class like the 
Fellows and Associates and will eventually dis- 
appear. 

It is also proposed that one of the Vice-Presidents 
should be the Chairman of the Allied Socicties’ 
Conference as at present, but that two of the others 
should be appointed by the Council from among 
the members already elected or appointed to the 
Council and that the fourth Vice-President should 
be appointed by the Council either from inside or 
outside the members of the Council. 

This procedure will also reduce the total number 
of members of the Council by two and _ possibly 
three. 

It is also proposed that the qualifications and 
length of service of the Honorary Secretary and 
Honorary Treasurer should remain as at present, 
but in future they should be appointed by the 
Council. 

It is proposed that the members of the Fellowship, 
Associateship and Licentiateship classes should be 
elected for a period of three years and be eligible 
for immediate re-election for a further period of 
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three years, after which they shall not be eligible 
for re-election until a year has elapsed. 

One-third of each class will retire annually as at 
present and the retiring members will be decided 
by lot or otherwise during the first three years. 

There will be twenty-four representatives of the 
Allied Societies as at present, but in future these 
representatives may be either Fellows, Associates 
or Licentiates. At present they must be Fellows 
and this change has been asked for by several of the 
Allied Societies. 


It is proposed that the Chairman of the Board of 


Architectural Education, a representative of the 


Architectural Association and a representative of 


the Association of Architects, Surveyors and ‘Tech- 
nical Assistants shall continue to be ex-officio 
members and in addition the Chairman of the 
R.1I.B.A. Registration Committee and the Chairman 
of the Official Architects Committee, which will be 
a new Committee. 

The Chairmen of the four Standing Committees 
and the Competitions Committee will no longer be 
members 
Committees on the Council is dealt with later 
and the Chairman of the R.I.B.A. Registration 


Committee will take the place of the Chairman of 


the Architects Registration Council. 
THE INSTITUTE COMMITTEES 

It is not proposed to make any changes in the 
constitution of the Board of Architectural Education 
or the Committees of the Board. 

It is proposed that the present Bye-laws governing 
the election and functions of the Standing Com- 
mittees be deleted and that in future all Committees 
should be appointed by the Council. Under the 
present system a member receives a sheaf of different 
coloured papers in connection with the election 
of the Council and Standing Committees and the 
procedure is very complicated. It is thought that 
if the election machinery is confined to the Council 
alone greater interest will be aroused and the issue 
simplified. 

Standing Committees were initiated in the days 
when nearly all members were London men who 
might be considered to be familiar with the quali- 
fications of the other London men between whom 
they were asked to discriminate in recording their 
vote. These considerations no longer apply and 
it is thought that the Council are really the best 
judges of the members of the Institute most suitable 
to serve on Committees. 

Provision is made for the General Body of Mem-

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bers to be given the opportunity of suggestin» names 
for the Council’s consideration. 
In order to secure adequate liaison between the 


Council and Committees it is proposed that 
minimum number of members of Council shall be 
appointed to serve on each of the more important 
Committees and that the Chairman or Vice. 
Chairman of each of these Committees shall be 
appointed by the Committees from among the 
members of Council serving. This will ensure that 
reports of Committees will be adequately presented 
to the Council. 

THE ALLIED SOCIETIES’ CONFERENCE 

The Bye-law governing the constitution of the 
Allied Societies’ Conference has been simplified. 
The change does not materially affect the personnel 
of the Conference. 

OTHER CHANGES 
Bye-Law 24 

The changes proposed in Bye-law 24 will enable 
the Council to utilise the services of the Dominions 
Allied Societies in investigating charges of unpro- 
fessional conduct preferred against members prac- 
tising in the Dominions. At present, owing to 
difficulties of time and distance, the adequate investi- 
gation of such cases presents a considerable problem. 
The ultimate decision as to disciplinary action 1s, 
of course, reserved to the R.I.B.A. Council as at 
present. 

BYE-LAW 74 (FORMERLY BYE-LAW 80 

The change proposed in this Bye-law will provide 
that in future the rebate will only be paid to the 
Allied Society in respect of members who have their 
chief offices or are employed in an office in the area 
of the Society, but in the case of members for whom 
the rebate is already being paid but who are pre- 
cluded under the above restriction, half the rebate 
will be paid in future. 

The object of the rebate in the first place was to 
enable the Allied Societies to provide funds for local 
activities for the benefit of members at a distance 
from London who were not able to enjoy the benefits 
of headquarters. It was not intended to apply to 
members who worked in London and merely resided 
in the country. The changes now proposed were 


agreed with the representatives on the Council of 


the Allied Societies affected. 
OTHER ByeE-LAws 

The amendments in other Bye-laws are in the 
majority of cases improvements in wording and the 
opportunity has been taken of altering some pro- 
visions which were quite out of date.

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During the official year since the last Annual General Meeting 54 Fellows, 361 Associates, and 71 
Licentiates have been admitted, as against 56 Fellows, 303 Associates, and 76 Licentiates in the previous year. 

Of the 1,768 Fellows whose names appear in the current Register, 845, or 48 per cent., were elected 
from the Associate Class ; 445, or 25 per cent., were elected from the Licentiate Class after examination ;

Annual Conferences. 

The Conference of 1936 was held with great success at Southampton, and the general organisation was 
entrusted to the Hampshire and Isle of Wight Architectural Association. In the present year the Annual 
Conference will take place at Leeds from 23 to 26 June. The organisation is in the hands of the West 
Yorkshire Society of Architects, and an attractive programme of professional and social events is now being 
prepared. Members are assured of a very warm welcome and an interesting and enjoyable experience. 
Registration. 

The R.I.B.A. Council have observed with interest the work done by the Architects’ Registration Council 
during the year just ended. 

Mr. Sydney ‘Tatchell was re-elected as Chairman and Mr. W. H. Ansell as Vice-Chairman of the 
Architects’ Registration Council for the past Session. The thanks of all members of the R.I.B.A. and the 
Allied Societies are due to Mr. Tatchell and Mr. Ansell, and to those members of the R.I.B.A. who, at 
the cost of great sacrifice and in the face of many difficulties, have given up so much of their time to serve 
upon the Architects’ Registration Council, the Committees of the Architects’ Registration Council and 
the Statutory Board of Architectural Education. 

Mr. W. H. Ansell has now found it necessary to give up his work upon the Architects’ Registration 
Council owing to other demands upon his time, and the R.I.B.A. Council feel that to Mr. Ansell a very 
special debt of gratitude is due. 

The cause of registration has been carried a stage further by the passing of the Registration Bill by 
the House of Lords. ‘The Bill has been given a first reading in the House of Commons and a suitable 
opportunity for a second reading is being awaited. ‘The Bill seeks to restrict the use of the name ** Architect ” 
to Registered Architects, and to extend the time within which practising architects may apply for registration 

The death of Mr. C. McArthur Butler removes from the registration field one who had played a notable 
part in advancing the cause of registration. As secretary of the Society of Architects up to the time of its 
absorption by the R.I.B.A., as secretary of the R.I.B.A. Registration Committee which was formed when the 
Society was absorbed and as first registrar of the Architects’ Registration Council Mr. Butler did 
admirable service and his loss was greatly mourned by numberless friends. 

The Constitutional Committee 

The Constitutional Committee over which the President has presided have, in accordance with their 
reference from the Council, reviewed the constitution of the Council, Allied Societies’ Conference and 
Committees and the organisation of the Institute generally. Their recommendations have been considered 
by the Council and tke Allied Societies’ Conference and have been approved by the Council almost in their 
entirety. The decisions of the Council will be published at an early date 
The Employment of Architects on Public Building Work 

Since the publication of the last Annual Report a deputation waited upon the Minister of Health to urge 
the employment of qualified architects on all public building work. A report of the meeting with 
Sir Kingsley Wood was published in the JouRNAL of 23 May 1936. 

The Amendment of the Law of Arbitration 

The Council gave their approval to a Bill to amend the Law of Arbitration which has been introduced 
into the House of Lords by Lord Askwith. It is understood that the Bill has the support of every section 
of the building industry. 
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The Association of Architects, Surveyors and Technical Assistants 

During the past year Mr. Roderick C. Fisher [A.] has been appointed to represent the Association of 
Architects, Surveyors and Technical Assistants upon the Council. Four representatives of the Association 
have also been added to the Salaried Members’ Committee. 


The Building Industries National Council.—The Building Industries National Council - continued 
to deal \ vith subjects of direct interest to all sections of the building industries during 1936. It is now 
recognised as the effective central organisation of this important group of industries, eo o them to act 
in concern as an industrial unit, and hence to take their proper place as the predominant industry catering 
for the home market. 

‘The Building Industries Survey,” published monthly by the Special Committee for Public Relations, 
has incré vied its circulation during the year, not only among those engaged in the industry, but also those 
interested in it as a medium of investment or as a market. 

‘The Survey ” and its associated information service have been increasingly regarded as the central 
source of authentic economic information about the industry, and the number of enquiries has markedly 
increased. The Special Committee for Public Relations is actively discussing plans for expanding ‘‘ The 
Survey’? and extending the information service when it can afford it. 

The work of the Special Committee for Public Relations in keeping the country informed about the 
advantages of an efficient and stable industry is still successful. ‘The probable repercussions of the defence 
measures have received earnest consideration, and the Government has been approached with a view to 
ensuring that the long-term interests of the industry are adequately safeguarded. 

The Public Health Act 1936, upon which representations were made by the Advisory Committee on 
Building Acts and Bye-laws, incorporated many of the reforms consistently advocated by the Committee 
over the last five years. The Advisory Committee set up by the Minister of Health to revise the model 
bye-laws includes two representatives of the Council. 

"The draft bye-laws of the London County Council have received detailed consideration of the Advisory 
Committee on Building Acts and Bye-laws, and successful representations have been made thereon. 

The work of the Committee with regard to Codes of Practice and to secure greater uniformity in the 
administration of building regulations has continued. A code of minimum requirements for roof tiling 
with plain tiles, formulated in consultation with the interest concerned, will shortly be published and a code 
for magnesium oxychloride flooring is being considered. 

As our JOURNAL has already said, our Allied Societies and our members generally can forward the 
interests of the profession by giving enthusiastic support to the work of the Building Industries National 
Council, and particularly of its Special Committee for Public Relations. 


Report of the Board of Architectural Education 


Since the last Annual Report the Board have held 4 meetings, the Officers of the Board have held 7 
meetings, the Examinations Committee, the Schools Committee and the Prizes and Scholarships Committee 
have held 8, 2 and 2 meetings, respectively. 

Mr. T. A. Darcy Braddell was re-elected Chairman, Mr. Hubert Lidbetter (Chairman of the Examina- 
tions Committee), Professor L. B. Budden, M.A. (Chairman of the Schools Committee) and Mr. Stephen 
Welsh, M.A. (Chairman of the Prizes and Scholarships Committee), were re-elected Vice-Chairmen, and 
Mr. A. B. Knapp-Fisher Hon. Secretary. 

The Recognised Schools of Architecture.—The Recognised Schools of Architecture continue to 
develop satisfactorily, with the encouragement of the Board of Architectural Education. The total number 

of students now in attendance is 2,022, “of whom 188 are women. (During the Session 1935-1936 the total 
number of students in attendance was 1,802, of whom 157 were women.

Schools of Art and Technical Institutions.—The Board continue to maintain close relations with 
the Schools of Art and Technical Institutions throughout the country with facilities for the instruction of 
intending architects. 

The Use of Films in Architectural Education.—The Board continue to give this matter consideration, 

Lectures at Public and Secondary Schools.—The Board continue to suggest to public and secondary 
schools that they should arrange for occasional lectures on architecture as a subject of general culture. | 

During the past year, and apart from the arrangements made by the Allied Societies throughout the 
country, the Board of Architectural Education have arranged for twenty-five lectures to schools within g 
radius of 100 miles of London. 


Competition Between Students of French and British Schools.—A competition has been held 
during the past year between students of the Schools of Architecture in the United Kingdom recognised for 
exemption from the R.1.B.A. Final Examination and students of the Ecole des Beaux-Arts, Paris. The 
programme selected was that for the Prix des Anciens Eleves Americains de Atelier Laloux. 

The Medal for the competitor placed first in the British section of the competition, kindly presented 
by Mr. Henry M. Fletcher (Past-President of the Franco-British Union of Architects) was awarded to 
Mr. B. T. Taylor, of the School of Architecture, University of Manchester. 

An exhibition of the drawings submitted in the competition was held, and it was visited by His Excellency 
The French Ambassador. . 

Competition for the Design of Traffic Roundabouts.—On the suggestion of the Art Standing 
Committee, arrangements were made for a competition to be held between students of Recognised Schools 
of Architecture for the Design of Traffic Roundabouts with converging roads, including the treatment of 


street furniture, signs, lighting, etc. The designs prepared in the competition were submitted in December

Competition for the Design of Street Decorations for the Coronation. —Competitions among 
students of Recognised Schools of Architecture were held for the design of Street Decorations for the 
Coronation. The drawings prepared at the various Schools were exhibited locally in the first instance and 
were then sent to London for exhibition at the R.I.B.A. from 2 to g December 1936. 

R.I.B.A. Examination Board in India.—Mr. Percy Wilson [A.] has been appointed to serve as one 
of the R.I.B.A. representatives on the R.I.B.A. Examination Board in India. The other R.I.B.A.

Streets of Architectural Merit in London.The London Society invited the Committee to 
o-operate and investigate with them any possible steps that might be taken to preserve streets of architectural 
merit, and control the future development of these streets. ‘The Committee expressed their willingness to 
co-operate in any way and have discussed the matter in great detail with the Secretary of the London 
Society. 

Street Decorations for the Coronation.—The Committee, from the moment of learning the 
probable date of the Coronation, have given the closest consideration to the question of improving the 
standard of street decoration. On the suggestion of the Committee, the Council, on the recommendation 
f the Board of Architectural Education, asked the schools of architecture to organise competitions among 
the students for the decoration of the principal streets of their own cities and towns. As a result of these 
ompetitions, the designs of the students were first exhibited in their own schools, with as much local 
publicity as was possible, and the final selection of the most successful schemes was exhibited at the R.I.B.A. 

The Committee have written to the press giving a list of the main points connected with decoration 
schemes with a view to helping owners of buildings in streets that have no authority in charge of the 
lecorations. It is also hoped to arrange for a B.B.C. broadcast on the subject. 

Suggestions for the Improvement of London.—Arising out of the lengthy consideration of 
suggestions for the improvement of London, mentioned in the last report of the Committee, it is hoped 
(0 arrange an exhibition illustrating, by good and bad examples of street furniture, etc., etc., the principal 
ideas that have been under discussion. 

Honorary Corresponding Members.—As a result of the formation of the Foreign Relations 
Committee, the Committee have decided that the selection of eminent foreign architects for election as 
Honorary Corresponding Members of the Institute should be dealt with by that Committee. 





Westminster Cathedral.—The Committee are glad to note that, as a result of the appeal made to 
the Archbishop of Westminster by eminent artists and architects, he has formed an Advisory Committee 
io deal with the question of the decoration of the Cathedral. 


Advertisements on Buildings.—The Committee have received from the L.C.C. details of the 
“ proposed amendments to the bye-laws controlling advertisements on buildings. The Committee are 
ending jointly with the London Society and the Scapa Society a letter to the L.C.C. expressing satisfaction 
with these amendments, but regretting that advantage has not been taken of the Council’s powers under 
the Advertisements Regulations Act to add to the Schedule a number of sites which are of national concern 
s places of beauty, historic interest or civic importance, and expressing the hope that these will be protected 

y the Council by appropriate clauses in planning schemes. 
Christmas Holiday Lectures.—The continued success of the Christmas Holiday Lectures induced 
the Committee to request Mr. Jellicoe to give a further series next year, which he has kindly consented to do. 
Parliamentary Bills—The Parliamentary Agent has submitted to the Institute a copy of a Bill 
promoting further the purposes and powers of the National Trust. After careful examination the Committee 
‘elt they were in full sympathy with the Bill’s proposals. 
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Flcwer Boxes for Windows <nd Bzlcenies..-The Committee were asked by the National Gardens 
Guild to help in furthering the provision of adequate window boxes, balcony and roof garden; in ney 
schemes. A good deal of research was carried out by members of the Committee and the Libr ry staff 
and an article on the subject compiled in collaboration with Lady Allen of Hurtwood was published recenth 
in the R.I.B.A. JouRNAL. 

Visit to the E.L.M.A. Lighting Service Pureau. -Several members of the Committee, ‘ogethe 
with members of the Science Standing Committee, visited the Lighting Service Bureau and discussed with 
members of the E.L.M.A. the methods that could be adopted to bring to the notice of architects the many 
important advances that have recently been taking place in lighting technique, and its application to 
architecture. It is hoped to arrange a sessional paper on this subject, with demonstrations.

Each section has full power of co-option and is automatically dissolved once the organisation of the 


exhibition for which it was formed is completed. 


Exhibiticn of Everyday Things. At the time of the last report the Exhibition of Everyday Things 
had just closed in London. It then visited Bristol (attendance 8,000), Liverpool (attendance 31,250. 
Manchester (attendance 21,352). This exhibition was disbanded at the end of November. It received 
a very wide publicity in this country and abroad. Enquiries were received from as far apart as Japan and 
South America. There was a great demand for it from provincial centres, but unfortunately only the three 
centres mentioned above had suflicient accommodation and facilities to show it. (Note the attendance in

London was 24,138, making a total of 83,638. 
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Exhibition of International Architecture.—This exhibition was divided into two sections at the 


beginnine of the Session, one being shown at Carlisle (attendance 1,700) and one at Coventry (attendance 
1,500). .\ small section was also sent to the Harpenden Preservation Society. It was revived for a 
special isit to Dublin in January of this year (attendance 800). The photographs for this exhibition 


will now serve the very useful purpose of a few small sections for schools, for which there are many demands.

The * Planning the Dwelling *’ section was shown as a separate exhibition at Eastbourne in December 
attendance 1,538). 

British Architecture of To-day.—This exhibition, which began a provincial tour on 1 March 
last year, has proved tremendously successful, being of a very convenient size for the smaller galleries 
150 photographs . Since 1 April 1936 this exhibition has visited the following centres : Dudley (attendance 
6,000), Stoke-on-Trent (attendance 8,000), Birkenhead (attendance 1,911), Hereford (attendance 5,097 
Gateshead (attendance 6,459), Bradford (attendance 7,000), Worthing (attendance 1,366), Kidderminster 
attendance 1,500), Rugby (attendance 422), and is now concluding its tour at Derby, although it may 
be revived later in the year. 

In order to keep pace with the demand, it has been found necessary to duplicate this exhibition as far 
as possible from material available in the Exhibition of International Architecture, in order to enable a 
selection of British architecture to be shown at Newark. 

Civic Centres.—This exhibition was organised in response to a specific request from municipalities 
and, afier a private view in London, was opened at Newport by the President on 12 November 1936 
attendance 5,088), and has since visited Coventry (4 days, attendance 292), Darlington (attendance 5,600), 
Stoke-on-Trent (attendance 9,110), and is now on view at Leeds. This exhibition has been booked till 
the autumn of 1938 and several applications have still to be considered. 

The Hcuse.—This small exhibit, which was arranged for the Schoolboys’ Own Exhibition in January 
of last year, has been revived and will be shown at a number of schools of architecture, with the particular 
object of interesting the senior pupils of boys and girls schools in the architect’s work. It is equally of 
interest to first-year architectural students. It has already visited Manchester, Birmingham and Leicester. 
No exact records have been kept, but it is estimated that about 6,000 have already seen this exhibit. 


Small Exhibits in London Exhibitions..-These will eventually be a very important part of the 
Committee’s work. This year it has been possible to co-operate in two exhibitions : The Wine and Spirit 
Exhibition, 8-15 September 1936 (photographs of hotels and restaurants) (attendance 20,000) and Public 
Health Exhibition, 20-24 April 1936 (attendance 15,000), Public Health Exhibition, 1-5 March 1937 
attendance 17,000) (photographs of sanatoria, spas and hospitals). 

International Exhibition, Paris, 1937.— As only a limited space is available, the Committee have 
been asked to prepare a small exhibit for the British Pavilion dealing with the Holiday Cottage. This is 
now ready, and by the time this report appears will, it is hoped, be safely assembled in Paris. 

1938 Exhibition.—-A section has been working on the preparation of preliminary memoranda foi 
the whole of the past year, but as it has recently been decided to change the subject no further details are, 
as yet, available. 

Permanent Collection. —The work of this section is the groundwork for all other exhibitions 
organised by the Committee, and it steadily proceeds. During the Session it has been possible to arrang 
lor a number of separate meetings of this section, and detailed consideration has been given to general 
questions affecting the selection of photographs, relations with foreign groups and architects, etc. It had 
been hoped that it would be possible in the near future to arrange for the housing of photographs, so that 
they would be more readily available for reference. This is, however, impossible at present for three 
reasons : 


I Photographs rarely return to the Institute for long, and are constantly required for exhibitions 


2) It has not, as yet, been possible to decide on suitable accommodation for a long-term scheme. 


It would reguire an amount of work and involve an expenditure which the other activities of the Committee at present make 
impossible. 
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Exhibition of Airports and Airways.—This exhibition has just closed in London and is sufiiciently 
fresh in everybody’s mind to make further description unnecessary. It has been primarily desivned to 
interest local authorities, and a number of airport committees and others directly interested in the con. 
struction of airports paid visits to the exhibition. ‘There has been a record demand from provincia! towns 
for this exhibition and considerable difficulty has been experienced in arranging a time-table for the tour, 
The Board of Education have given the exhibition their fullest support, and a programme was drawn up 
with the various authorities responsible for the London area which permitted an average of four parties 
of children a day to visit the exhibition. 

Coronation Decorations.—The winning designs from the competitions held by the schools of 
architecture, which were exhibited by the Board in London, have been shown at Newport and Nottingham, 
at the special request of these centres, both of which are keen supporters of the Committee’s exhibition policy, 


Exhibition of Photographs of Persian Art and Archzxology.—The Institute lent the Henry 
Florence Hall to Dr. Arthur Upham Pope, Director of the American Institute for Persian Art and 
Archeology, for an exhibition in June 1936. 


Exhibition Programme.—This was published in the R.1I.B.A. JourNAL of 23 January and appeared 
on page 284. So far some 35 bookings throughout the country have been made for 1937, and it is felt that 
this provides an excellent opportunity for contact with the Allied Societies. 

The Committee acknowledge with gratitude the help which they have received from outside and within 
the Institute. They have been greatly encouraged by the evidences given of general enthusiasm and interest 
in their work, and particularly the help which the President has given in opening so many exhibitions during 
the year, as well as his support in promoting and consolidating relations with other bodies both here and 
abroad. 


Report of the Literature Standing Committee

The year covered by this report was one of steady progress. ‘The number of readers increased and there 
have been important additions to the bookshelves, both by purchase and by presentation. Mr. C. McArthur 
Butler, one-time Secretary of the Society of Architects and first Registrar of the Registration Council, bequeathed 
£100 to the R.I.B.A., which the Council decided to allocate to the Library, the interest to be used for the 
purchase of books at the Committee’s discretion. All books purchased from this fund will have a special 
bookplate. The Library also received a large number of drawings of Ashridge by James, Benjamin and 
Jeffry Wyatt, presented through the Architectural Graphic Records Society by the Society for the Protection 
of Ancient Buildings. A member of the Committee, Mr. Basil Ionides, most handsomely presented a set 
of the Dictionary of National Biography, and the Worshipful Company of Carpenters gave us 22 books, 
being the major part of the architectural section of their library. Mrs. Halsey Ricardo presented 41 books 
and pamphlets, including a letter book used by her late husband, which is full of sketches and details of 
buildings for the enlightenment of his clients. A collection of 22 books was bequeathed to the Library 
by the late J. E. A. Steggall ; these had been selected by the Librarian during Mr. Steggall’s lifetime. Mr. 
J. E. Yerbury presented 17 volumes, mainly on London topography, and repeated his perennial gift of 
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the Survey of London volume, and Mr. P. Morton Shand presented about 40 books and pamphlets, mainly 
on modern architecture. Other gifts include drawings by the late Edgar Wood given by Mr. J. Henry 
Sellars, 2 drawing signed by Hawksmoor showing the central span of his design for a bridge at Westminster 
1736), | resented by Mr. J. L. Douthwaite, Librarian of the City of London, original drawings by Edward 

- for Sir James Hall’s Essay on the Origin, History and Principles of Gothic Architecture (1813) presented by 
Mr. S. D. Kitson, a collection of drawings of his works and sketches by Leonard Stokes, presented by Mr. 
David Stokes, and a magnificent contemporary model of Easton Neston, Northants, presented by Lord 
Hesketh of Easton Neston. 

The year was remarkable for the number of gifts received from foreign architects and architectural] 
societies, generally in return for services the Library had been able to render them. 

The Committee are most grateful to these donors and to the many other members and laymen who 
have shown their interest in the Library by presenting their own books or books they have published or by 
giving the R.I.B.A. first choice of their libraries before sale or dispersal. ‘The Committee are also grateful 
to those who have helped by volunteering advice on book and drawing purchases and on the administration 
of the Library. 

Disposal of Surplus Duplicate Books.—In accordance with their policy of assisting provincial 
architectural libraries, the Committee distributed about 400 books from its surplus stock to 14 Allied 
Societies (including the Indian Institute of Architects) and three recognised Schools. Most of the books 
were in good condition and of considerable value to students. Almost all the recipients expressed their 
gratitude for the gifts, which have materially increased the value of their libraries. Permission was obtained 
from the Council to dispose by sale of certain other duplicate books which it was felt would not be of 
any use to the Allied Societies but which might realise money that could be applied to the purchase of 
new books. 

The Library Catalogue.—-Work is proceeding on the preparation of the new Library Catalogue, 
made possible by Sir Banister Fletcher’s gift, recorded in last year’s report. The Catalogue will be in 
iwo volumes ; the first will contain the Author references and will form a demy 4to book of about 1,000 
pages. The second volume, which it is intended to put in hand as soon as Volume I is published, wil! 
contain the Class Index. 

R.I.B.A. Photographs._ ~The Council agreed on the Committee’s recommendation that the Institute’s 
large but unorganised collections of photographs of old buildings should be presented to the Courtauld Institute 
of Fine Art, with the proviso that any that were not wanted by that body should be offered to the Victoria 
and Albert Museum. The collections had never been used to any large extent, and it was not thought 
that the amount that they were used would justify the cost of cataloguing and housing them ; also, the large 
collection of photographs of contemporary buildings made by the Exhibitions Committee had thrown a 
demand on available storage space which could not have been foreseen when the move was made to the 
new building. The Committee also had in mind the distinct scholastic advantage of having one central 
collection rather than several private ones. 

The R.I.B.A. photographs at the Courtauld Institute are accessible for inspection and reproduction to 
all members of the Institute making application through the Library. The Courtauld, in return for the 
photographs, have been able to make a number of concessions concerning the use of their facilities, 
favourable to R.I.B.A. members. 

Exhibitions.— Drawings from the Institute collection were lent to the Westminster City Council 
for exhibition, and the majority of the exhibits in the Retrospective Section of the Royal Academy Winter 
Exhibition consisted of drawings lent by the R.I.B.A. 


Inscription of Prize-Winners’ Names.—-This matter, which had been considered in the previous 
‘ession, was again under consideration. It was finally recommended that, since no satisfactory scheme 
ould be evolved and the desire for the display of names had subsided, the scheme be abandoned. 

Honorary Associates.—At the request of the Secretary, the Committee made a list of names of men 
suitable for election to the Honorary Associate membership for the guidance of the Council when vacancies 
ecur. The list was forwarded to the Executive Committee of the Council and a copy inserted in the 
minutes of the Literature Committee. 
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Ordnance Survey Maps.—-A joint sub-committee of the Literature and Science Committees met to 
consider the replacement of the set of large-scale ordnance maps of the London and Greater London areas 
in the Library. A report was drawn up on the matter, which is still under consideration. 


Public Relations Committee and Foreign Relations Committee.—Representatives were appointed 
to serve on these Committees. 
Sessional Papers.—A number of suggestions for suitable subjects were forwarded to Coun 
Portraits of Eminent Members.—It was decided to make a special effort to extend the existing 
collection of portraits of Royal Gold Medallists and other eminent architects.

Increased use by school students is particularly noticea and 
welcome. In addition to increased use by those who can actually come to the library there has been a noticeable increase in postal 
and telephonic communications. 

Book Issties.—11,832 books were issued on loan, including re-issues, compared with 11,191 in 1935-36. 1,809 of these books wer 
by post to members outside the London area, compared with 1,481 in 1935-36. 348 library tickets were issued to non-memb

Accessions. —689 books and 152 pamphlets were added during the year. Of this number 421 books and 116 pamphlets were presented 
and 268 books and 18 pamphlets purchased. 
The total figure includes 172 books and 34 pamphlets which were added to the loan library, compared with 162 books and 17 


pamphlets in 1935-36. 
In addition the library received several important gifts of drawings.

1931 Form of Contract.—During the past Session the Committee have considered a number of 
enquiries regarding the interpretation of various clauses in the 1931 Form of Contract, and the opinion of 
the Institute solicitors has been obtained on some of these questions. The attention of the Joint Tribunal 
has been drawn to enquiries involving new principles or clauses susceptible of a dual interpretation. 

Enquiries dealt with by the Committee include questions relating to the payment of sub-contractors 
and suppliers and the allowance of cash discounts, the bankruptcy of contractors, and allowances to 
contractors in respect of completion before the contract date, and for increases in the cost of labour. 

The Committee understand that the Joint Tribunal have now practically completed their consideration 
of the various criticisms and difficulties which have arisen in using the 1931 Form of Contract, and that the 
Tribunal are now in touch with Counsel regarding the revision and re-drafting of the various clauses 
concerned in order that the intentions of those clauses in particular and of the Contract generally may be 
made more clear. 

The Committee have prepared and published in the JourNAtL of 23 January 1937 a memorandum on 
‘The Placing of Sub-Contracts,” and on the recommendation of the Committee the Council have decided 
to issue a copy of this memorandum with every copy of the Contract which is sold. 
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On te recommendation of the Joint Tribunal and the Committee, the Council published in the JouRNAL 
of 5 December 1936 a notice advising members not to introduce into bills of quantities provisions which 
are contary to those of the main form of contract. 

Professional Practice.—A considerable number of enquiries concerning the interpretation of the 
Code of Professional Practice and the Scale of Charges have been dealt with both by the Committee and 
che Officers of the Committee, and complaints concerning alleged breaches of the Code have been considered, 
and, where necessary, referred to the Council and the Professional Conduct Committee. 

The attention of the Committee has again been drawn to the fact that firms of publishers of certain 
journals are continuing to approach architects for details of their professional activities, which the publishers 
propose (0 embody in the editorial columns of their journals. ‘The acceptance by members of invitations 
of this nature from firms of publishers is, in the opinion of the Committee, directly contrary to the Code 
of Professional Practice, and tantamount to advertising, and the Committee are continuing to repeat in 
the JoURNAL at regular intervals the warning notice previously published. 

The attention of the Committee has been drawn to cases in which certain firms of publishers, wishing 
io issue brochures illustrating new buildings, approach the architects concerned and secure from them 
letters authorising the issue of the publications. These letters are then used as levers to force contractors 
ind sub-contractors to advertise in the brochures. 

The Committee are entirely out of sympathy with the attempts of these publishing firms to secure 
advertisements in this manner, and on the recommendation of the Committee the Council have strengthened 
Clause 3 (6) (2) of the Code of Professional Practice by omitting the word “ unwilling.” The Clause as 
amended was published in the JouRNAL of 20 March 1937. 

Local Authorities’ Private Bills.—The Parliamentary Agents have drawn the Committee’s 
attention to a number of points in Local Authorities Private Bills and these points have been referred to 
the Allied Societies concerned for local action to be taken. 

Offers of Commissicn or Discount.—-The attention of the Committee has been drawn to a number 
f cases in which tradesmen and others have issued circulars containing offers of commission or discount 
io architects for the introduction of business. The firms in question have been communicated with and 
have been asked to cease sending such communications to architects. 

The Scale of Professional Charges.—The Officers of the Committee have dealt with numerous 
juestions in connection with fees and they desire to emphasise the advice so often given previously that 
members should bring the Scale of Fees to the notice of their clients at the earliest opportunity in order to avoid disputes 
which otherwise frequently arise. 

Draft Agreement Between a Local Authority and a Firm of Architects.—In view of recent 
changes in legislation and the revision in 1933 of the Scale of Professional Charges, the Council, on the 
recommendation of the Committee, have revised the draft form of agreement between a local authority 
and a firm of architects first issued in 193 , 

The revised draft is a short form embodying by reference the Scale of Professional Charges and the 
Conditions of Engagement which are part of the Scale, and has been arranged with alternative clauses to 
ipply either in cases in which the appointment is the result of a competition or in cases in which the 
ippointment is not the result of a competition. 

Copies of the revised draft form of agreement may be obtained upon application to the Secretary, 
R.LB.A, 

Architects’ Professional Indemnity Insurances.—As stated in the last Annual Report of the 
Committee, a Sub-Committee was set up to consider what further steps (if any) could be taken to impress 
ipon members in private practice the importance of safeguarding themselves by means of insurance. 

The Sub-Committee submitted details of an arrangement which had been made with the Underwriters 
y which members would be enabled to obtain these policies at greatly reduced premiums. ‘The scheme, 
however, was dependent upon promises from at least 750 members that they would take out policies. 

Although every effort was made, both by the Institute and by the Allied Societies, so small was the 
response that less than 50 of the required 750 promises of support were received. 
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It was with great regret, therefore, that the Committee were compelled to abandon the sclx 
was obvious that any further attempts to put the scheme into operation would be certain to prove 
The Committee, however, take this opportunity of reminding members that indemnity 
policies may still be obtained, and the Architects’ Benevolent Society will be glad to furnish full p 
of existing policies, rates of premium, etc., to members who are interested. 
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Drawings Prepared by Assistants.— At the request of the Junior Members Committee, the ¢ 
published in the JOURNAL of 7 November 1936 an opinion that it would not be reasonable for an «rchitec; 
to refuse to comply with an assistant’s request to borrow, for the purpose of obtaining employment, clrawings 
which the assistant had prepared, unless there were any special circumstances to be taken into consideration, 
in which case the employer should give the assistant a signed statement to that effect.

Joint Committee of London Architects and Builders.—During the Session the Council agreed to 
set up a Joint Committee of London Architects and Builders, and four representatives were appointed, with 
four representatives of the London Master Builders’ Association, to form the Joint Committee. 

The reports of the architect-members of the Joint Committee are submitted to the Council through 
the Practice Standing Committee, and on the recommendation of the architect-members of the Joint 
Committee and of the Practice Standing Committee, the Council published in the JourRNAL of & August 
1936 a notice regarding the delivery of priced bills of quantities with tenders, and in the JourNat of 
5 December 1936 notices on the following matters : 

i) Disclosure of results of Tenders. 
ii) The Delivery of Tenders. 
ili) Assistance in Financing Building Operations. 


Procedure in Party Wall Cases._-At the request of the Junior Members Committee and the Practice 
Standing Committee, Mr. L. Sylvester Sullivan has very kindly undertaken to prepare for publication in 
the JouRNAL an article dealing with the procedure to be followed in dealing with party wall cases in London. 


Restriction of Ribbon Development Act.—The Council, on the recommendation of the Committee. 
addressed a letter to the Minister of Health regarding the Ministry’s Order No. 1089, made under the 
Restriction of Ribbon Development Act. The Council’s letter to the Minister and the Ministry’s reply 
have been published in the professional press. 


Architectural Copyright.—The attention of the Committee was drawn to the case of Chabot v. Davies 
and Another, and a report on the case was published in the JouRNAL of 19 December 1936. 

Revision of Medel Building Bye-Laws.—<At the request of Mr. E. W. B. Scott [F.], the Institute’s 
representative on the Ministry of Health Advisory Committee on the Revision of the Model Building 
Bye-Laws, a Joint Sub-Committee of the Practice and Science Standing Committees has been set up to 
advise and assist Mr. Scott. The Committee’s representatives on the Joint Sub-Committee are Mr. E. 
Bertram Kirby, Mr. William Milburn and Mr. J. Douglas Scott.

Smoke Abatement._-A conference arranged in conjunction with the National Smoke A} :tement 
Society was attended by Mr. T. E. Scott and Mr. Percy J. Waldram as the Committee’s represe:tatives, 
Mr. Waldram was appointed to represent the Committee on a proposed Joint Committee of inierested 


bodies to consider the practicability and desirability of Regulations for smoke abatement. 

Joint Committee of the Architectural Profession and the Electric Lamp Manufacturers’ 
Association.—A joint visit of the Science and Art Standing Committees was made to the Lighting Service 
Bureau during March. Mr. Walter Goodesmith was appointed to this Committee in place of Mr. L. W, 
Thornton White. 

Timber Storage at the Surrey Commercial Docks and Elsewhere.—This matter was first raised 
in the Committee by a letter from Mr. R. J. Angel in January 1921. After much preliminary work, the 
Institute, in 192 1, requested the Port of London Authority to receive a deputation on the method of storing 
timber. 

The officials of the Authority were most helpful, but pointed out that the proposals of the deputation 
were not possible on account of their cost. 

Since then there have been further visits and conferences, and it can be said that the suggestions by the 
Institute have resulted in a verv large increase of covered storage—some three times in area over anc above 
that in 1920—and a great improvement in the storage of timber in the open. 

Lettering for Traffic Signs.—In connection with the report of the Departmental Committee on 
Traffic Signs issued by the Ministry of Transport, the Committee appointed a Sub-Committee consisting 
of Mr. Vernon Crompton and Mr. Thornton White to confer with the Hon. Secretary of the Junior Members 
Committee, and to approach the Ministry of Transport. 

Technical Information on Fires.—The Committee are in touch with the London Fire Brigade on this 
matter. 

‘** Means of Escape in Case of Fire’ has been issued by the L.C.C., and two leaflets relating to the 
Fire Offices’ Committee’s Testing Station at Boreham Wood have been issued.

Competitions Dealt With.—During the period under review the Committee have dealt with 54 


competitions. 
2) In 38 cases the conditions were satisfactory. 


In one case negotiations with the promoters have resulted in the amendment of the conditions and the competition has been 
held with the approval of the R.I.B.A. 
In eight cases the competitions were eventually abandoned. 

1) In four cases it was found necessary to issue the veto notice to members, warning them that they must not take part in the 
competitions. 

e) In three cases the Committee are in negotiation with the promoters in the hope of securing amendments to the conditions. 


The Committee again desire to remind Allied Societies and members of the importance of notifying 
the Institute immediately they hear that a competition, either open or limited, is contemplated. If the 
Institute is able to get into touch with would-be promoters of competitions at the outset, it is almost always 
possible to ensure that the competitions are conducted on the right lines and in accordance with 
the R.I.B.A. Regulations. 

The number of competitions has greatly increased during the past few years, and it is gratifying to know 
that the R.I.B.A. Regulations are recognised as reasonable by most promoters. It is usually only in 
small limited competitions that difficulties arise, and these could be avoided if the Institute were informed 
early enough. Members can greatly help the Committee in their work by sending any information to the 
Secretary at the earliest possible moment. 

Directions for Assessors.—The document entitled ‘‘ Directions for Assessors’? as revised by the 
Committee was duly approved by the Councii. 


The Model Form of Conditions.—The recommendation of the Committee about the amendment 
of the Model Form of Conditions referred to in the last Annual Report was duly approved by the Council. 


Assessors’ Fees.—The Council, on the recommendation of the Committee, agreed to revise the paragraph 
in the Regulations dealing with the Assessor’s fee. This has been reduced from fifty guineas to twenty-five 
guineas (plus one-fifth of one per cent. upon the estimated cost of the proposed building). It was thought 
that this reduction would help to meet the criticism that promoters were sometimes deterred from holding 
competitions for small building projects because of the extra cost of a competition, particularly of the Assessor’s 
fee. 

British East Africa and Competitions for Public Buildings.—At the request of the East Africa 
Institute of Architects the Committee prepared for the President’s signature a letter to the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies urging that competitions should be held for the design of all important public 
buildings in British East Africa. 

A sympathetic reply was received from Mr. Ormsby-Gore, and the Committee are glad to learn from 
Kenya that the President’s letter has borne fruit. 
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Limited Competitions.—The Committee prepared for the Council’s consideration para Phs fo 
insertion in the Regulations and Code of Professional Practice to give effect to a ruling of the Council op 
limited competitions. 

The Committee’s recommendations were approved by the Council, and a note of the decisions wa 
published in the JouRNAL of 23 January 1937. 

Competitions and the Royal Fine Art Commission.—The Ministry of Health is increasin apt 
require that local authorities should submit to the Royal Fine Art Commission designs for public uilding 
selected in competition before a loan is sanctioned. As in some cases Assessors and competitors do x 
appear to be aware of this, the Committee are recommending the Council to insert a paragraph in th 
* Directions for Assessors’? drawing their attention to it, in order that they may warn successiul com- 
petitors that their designs may have to be submitted for the Commission’s approval. 

Competition Estimates.. The Committee are recommending the Council to amplify the * Directions 
for Assessors” by suggesting to Assessors that in competition conditions the price per foot cube at whicl 
they are satisfied that the proposed building can be built should be stated.

This report covers the second session of the Committee’s work. Considerable progress has been made, 
particularly in the establishment of useful contacts with foreign organisations. The Committee have worked 
closely in touch with the R.I.B.A. Exhibition Sub-Committee. 


The British Council.—The Committee have reinforced their connection with the British Council by 
co-opting Lord Gerald Wellesley, a member of the British Council. The British Council invited the Institut 
to appoint a representative on their Council. On the Committee’s recommendation, Mr. Robertsor 
(Chairman) was appointed. Other matters on which the Committee have co-operated with the Britis! 
Council are: the distribution of R.I.B.A. JouRNALs to foreign libraries and societies. The Council offered 
to pay the cost of distribution. Similar distribution of R.I.B.A. Kalendars to H.M. Embassies and Consulates 
abroad. 


Foreign Corresponding Members. — At the request of Council the Committee have prepared a list of suggeste 
additions to the Foreign Corresponding Membership in order to secure that all countries are adequately represented 
In the compilation of this list the Committee have received help from several of H.M. Embassies, and in particula! 
have benefited from the expert knowledge of Mr. Morton Shand, a member of the Committee. 


Exhibitions.—The Committee co-operated with the Exhibitions Sub-Committee in an attempt, which has 
met with some success, to secure that architecture should be represented adequately in the Paris Exhibition 1937 
Exchange of Students and the Employment of Foreign Architects in England and_ English 
Architects in Architects’ Offices Abroad.—The Committee gave careful consideration to the possibility © 
starting a regular international exchange of students. A questionnaire was sent to all Architectural Schools 1! 
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England to discover the extent of the demand and their willingness to co-operate if the Committee decidea to 
promote 1 scheme. ‘The difficulties were considered to be insuperable at present and the matter was dropped. 
Studv was also made of the terms on which foreign architects might be admitted to this country, to practise or 
work as assistants, in order to establish reciprocal agreements with foreign countries. Help was received from 
the Honie Office. On account of the urgency of other things before the Committee, this matter was also

Exchange Visits with Munster Architects.—An invitation was received from the Secretary o! the 
Westphalian Branch of the Reichskammer der Bildenden Kiinste to entertain a party of British Architects at Miinstet 


in return for the similar entertainment of German architects in England. ‘The Committee published this suggestion, 
and a number of English architects expressed a desire to take part. ‘The arrangements are now in the hands of 
, Committee of those who expressed this wish, and it is hoped that the exchange may be made. 


Anglo-Foreign Societies.—Contacts have been established with all the Anglo-Foreign Societies with 
centres in London, which have immediately produced valuable results, particularly to the information 
bureau side of Institute work. As an example of this, information has been obtained from the British Institute 
in Paris about accommodation in the Paris Cité Universitaire for students visiting Paris for the Exhibition.

A number of changes in the personnel of the Committee have taken place during the Session. 

As a result of his appointment as Professor of Architecture at the University of Cape ‘Town, the Committee 
have been deprived of the services of Mr. L. W. Thornton White, who had not only been Chairman of the Committee 
since their formation, but had been very largely responsible for the Council’s decision to set up a Committee of 
younger members. ‘The Committee would like to place on record their appreciation of Professor ‘Thornton White’s 
services to the younger members generally and to the Committee in particular. On the resignation of Professor 
Thornton White, the Council appointed Mr. John Summerson as Chairman of the Committee. 

Three other members of the Committee (Mr. Henry Braddock, Mrs. Janet Pott and Mr. Thomas Mitchell) 
have unfortunately had to resign during the Session, but the Committee are glad to report that the Council have 
appointed Mr. John Brandon-Jones (assistant in private office, London), Mr. H. Myles Wright (assistant editor, 
technical journal, London, and private practice) to fill two of the vacancies caused by these resignations. In 
addition the Committee have co-opted Mr. H. Frank Hoar (private practice, London), who is also a member ‘of 
the Art Standing Committee. : 

The individual members of the Committee do not represent any specific schools or organisations, but have 
been appointed as collectively representing younger members, and as wide a range of activity as possible 


Miss J. Blanco White is Vice-Chairman of the Committee, and Mr. H. Myles Wright and Mr. R. L. Davies 
are the Senior and Assistant Hon. Secretaries, respectively. 


Terms of Reference.—Members will no doubt remember that the Committee were appointed at the 
beginning of the Session 1935-36 with the following terms of reference :— 
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(a) Yo arrange future Informal General Meetings on the lines of the Discussion Meetings already held during the Sessi 

(6) To organise amongst the Junior Members of the Institute, from time to time as may be necessary, working parties researc} 
groups to assist in the work of other committees of the Institute and to undertake work on their own initiative after having ined the 
authority of the Council. 

(c) To keep the Council informed of the views, activities and interests of the younger members of the profession. 


Informal General Meetings...Four Informal General Meetings have been arranged for this Session, 
Two of these have already been held and have been well attended, and the following subjects have been 
discussed : 

The Architect in Relation to the Arts. 
The Architect in Relation to Science. 


Although these meetings have been successful, the Committee feel that they would in the future be even 
more so if those attending would take them more informally. The intention of the meetings is to allow 
opinion to be freely expressed, and this can be done better by questions and short statements, either favourable 
or adverse, from all those present, than by more set speeches from more confident and perhaps older persons, 

Liaison with other Institute Committees.—-The Committee have maintained the liaison which they 
established last Session with other Committees of the Institute. They feel that one of their most important 
duties is to represent the younger members upon the Standing Committees and other Committees of the 
Institute, and reports are received from the representatives upon the work of those Committees. 

The Work of the Committee.—The Committee have themselves formed sub-committees to enquire 
into subjects which are of special concern to the younger members, and to supplement by research and in 
other ways the work which is being done by the other Committees, and also to consider wider problems 
which are now or are likely to become of special importance to younger architects. During the present 
Session, enquiry by sub-committees has been undertaken into the following subjects : Architectural educa- 
tion ; standardisation of street name signs ; party wall law and procedure. 

As a result of representations made by the Committee to the Practice Standing Committee, Mr. L. 
Sylvester Sullivan |[F.] has very kindly prepared for publication in the JOURNAL a paper on party structure 
procedure in the London area. 

At the request of the Committee, the Practice Standing Committee have published in the Journa. 
a statement upon the position of an assistant who wishes to borrow drawings which he has prepared for 
his employers in order that he may obtain other employment. 

The Committee feel that up to the present their work has been confined almost entirely to the first 
and second of their terms of reference, and that there has been little opportunity for them to report to 
the Council upon “ the views and activities of the younger members of the profession.” So far the Com- 
mittee also feel that many of the younger members are quite unaware that through the Committee there 
is direct approach to the Council upon practically any question of interest or concern to these younger 
members. ‘They propose, therefore, as a first step, and with the Council’s consent, to publish a letter 
setting out the activities and possible scope of the Committee’s work in order to make this more widely 
known to the profession generally throughout the country.

The Work of the Committee in General.—The principal features of the Committee’s work are its 
steadily increasing volume and extending range. Nevertheless, while dealing with a large number of 
current matters, the Committee have started investigating other new lines of public education and 
propaganda. These are outlined below. 


Official Architecture (No. 1 Professional Service Sub-Committee).—After the approaches made 
to Parliament, Local Authorities and the Minister of Health, it was decided that a large amount of research 
was required in order to provide material for another large scale campaign. ‘This work has been started. 

At the same time the Sub-Committee have had brought to their notice numerous individual cases 
in which local authorities have been employing architects wrongly or employing unqualified persons or 
have allowed definite abuses to arise in their building work. In cases requiring action recommendations 
have been made to the Council. 

During the recess the Council, as the result of representations by the Committee, made an approach 
to the Minister for Co-ordination of Defence about the method of employing architectural advice and 
assistance on the national defence scheme. 


Press Work (No. 2 Publicity and Film Sub-Committee).—During the Session there has been a 
remarkable increase in the volume of press cuttings received dealing with matters for which the Committee 
are responsible. This is to some extent the cumulative result of efforts made in recent years. Contacts 
with the press and with the B.B.C. have been considerably extended. 

The principal item of press work has been in connection with R.I.B.A. exhibitions. The number of 
these touring the country has been greatly increased, making a relatively greater volume of work and of 
results achieved. The principal exhibition item has been that of *‘ Airports and Airways.’ Record results 
have been obtained with routine announcements, such as those of the Royal Gold Medal, the President’s 
Inaugural Address, etc. Good results were obtained with the Exhibition of Designs for Coronation Street 
Decorations. 

In addition the Sub-Committee have helped individual press representatives with information on a 
variety of architectural matters. No. 2 Publicity and Film Sub-Committee also undertook other forms 
of publicity in connection with the Exhibition of ‘* Airports and Airways,’ such as the issuing of posters, 
paid press announcements, etc. 

Allied Societies and Public Relations.—The Committee have endeavoured to extend the work of 
puodlic education and propaganda by encouraging the Allied Societies to take local action. The Committee 
are gratified to report that the following Allied Societies have appointed Public Relations Committees 
or Public Relations Officers :— 

1. ‘the Hampshire and Isle of Wight Architectural Association. 
2. The Norfolk and Norwich Association of Architects. 
3. The Cambridge Chapter of the Essex, Cambridge and Hertfordshire Society of Architects. 
}- The Royal Society of Ulster Architects. 
5. The Manchester Society of Architects. 
6. The Sheffield, South Yorkshire and District Society of Architects and Surveyors. 
7. The Nottingham, Derby and Lincoln Architectural Society. 
6. ‘The Liverpool Architectural Society. 

Several other Allied Societies are considering the formation of Public Relations Committees. Some 
information was sent to the Cape Provincial Institute for this purpose. 

The Committee congratulated the Public Relations Committee of the Hampshire and Isle of W 
Architectural Association on the record publicity achieved by them in the Conference in 1936. 
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Lectures (No. 2 Publicity and Film Sub-Committee).—Considerable progress was made \ith the 

investigation of the whole subject of lectures on architecture to (a) adult organisations, (6) schoo's. The 

aim of this investigation is to set up a nation-wide lecture organisation. A meeting of prominent architectural 
lecturers was called in order to obtain their experience and advice. 


Films, Broadcasts and Television (No. 2 Publicity and Film Sub-Committee).—During the Session 


a lengthy report on the possibilities of producing documentary and educational films on architec\:ire and 
the building industry was presented to the Council, who, having approved it, referred it to the Building 
Industries National Council as the subject matter of the report concerned them. 

A short film of the R.I.B.A. building, made in collaboration with Gaumont-British Distributors, Ltd. 


was released. 

With the consent of the Executive Committee the R.I.B.A. collection of photographs was ot!cred to 
the B.B.C. to use for television purposes. Television talks on the subject of ** The Modern Home ” and 
on the * Airports and Airways” Exhibition were held. Additional talks are being arranged at thi request 
of the B.B.C. 

Advisory Panels (No. 3 House Design and Panels Sub-Committee)._-The Sub-Committee continued 
their efforts during the Session, in collaboration with the Central Panels Committee of the C.P.R-E., to 
establish the Panel System on a sound working basis. As the result of a circular letter to Allied Societies, 
signed by the President, information and suggestions as to the working of Panels were received and collated. 
Good progress was made with the extension of the Panel System to new areas. The Sub-Committee also 
began an investigation into the methods by which local authorities exercise control of design with a view to 
reporting to the Council on this matter. 

The Sub-Committee also investigated the provision of cheap houses by means of portfolios of house 
designs prepared by Allied Societies and Panel Organisations. 

Tire Sub-Committee also received reports from the R.I.B.A. representatives on the National Housing 
Standards Board, from which followed the creation of the National House .tilders’ Registration Council, 
which aims at controlling the quality of houses built for sale. 


Publications (No. 2 Publicity and Film Sub-Committee).—Upon the exhaustion of the R.I.B.A. 
publication ** The Architect and his Work,” the Sub-Committee, at the request of the Council, investigated 
in detail the publication of new books covering this matter. It was agreed to recommend the publication 
of two books, one factual and short, the other popular and copiously illustrated. On the directions of the 
Executive Committee, the Sub-Committee are proceeding with the preparation of drafts. 

Minor Items of Business.—The Committee also dealt with the following matters :— 

1. Articles by members in the public press. (At the request of the Professional Conduct Committee. 

2. Architecture in the newspapers, with special reference to the proper description of buildings and the 
giving of the names of architects responsible. 

3. R.I.B.A. Room at the Building Exhibition 1936.

Inadequate Salaries.—The Committee have investigated and dealt with a number of complaints 
from members and students about salaries and conditions of employment. The Committee have also 
considered several allegations of inadequate salaries being offered for architects and assistants in the offices 
of public authorities and firms, and in certain cases the matter has been taken up with the advertisers with 
success. 

Scale of Salaries.—A great deal of the time of the Committee has been taken up in considering the 
information collected from numerous sources by the Sub-Committee, and their report accompanying the 
scale was submitted to the Council and approved in principle, but referred back for further consideration 
of some suggestions made by the Council. 

Meetings with representatives of the Association of Architects, Surveyors and Technical Assistants 
are being held, and it is hoped to re-submit the report and scale in their final form before the end of the 
present Session. 

The Committee have considered matters of general interest affecting individual members of the 
profession and have offered advice, in some cases after the Chairman has interviewed some of these members.

Phe particular activides of each constituent group of the Social Committee are given below under 
the group title. and are augmented this session by the first annual report of the new and extremely vigorous 
Camera Club. 

Two evenings were allotted for social activities to the Committee by the Council. On 14. December 
a successful concert was arranged by the Music Club. On 8 February the Committee, with the support 
of the Council, organised a party at which a variety of entertainments were staged by the constituent groups. 
An account and letter of appreciation were published in the JouRNAL of 20 February. The Committee 
hope that the activities of the groups will be more widely known amongst members as a result of the publicity, 
and that an increase in numbers and support from both members and their families will result from it. 


The Camera Club.—It has been felt for some time that there should be a photographic society connected 
with the Royal Institute, and a general meeting was called on 27 July 1936 and a provisional committee, consisting 
of Mr. F. R. Yerbury, Mr. Eric Jarrett, Mr. Denis Winston, Mr. H. A. Bowen, Miss A. J. Dicker and Mr. Hilary 
Waddington as convener, set up to bring into being the R.I.B.A. Camera Club, and at the meeting of the Commiitee 
on 27 November 1936 Mr. Bryan Westwood was co-opted as the seventh member provided for in the Constitution. 


lhe Provisional Committee drew up the following Constitution :— 
CONSTITUTION OF THE R.I.B.A. CAMERA CLUB 
Name.—The name of the club shall be the R.I.B.A. Camera Club. 


Membership and Management.—The club shall be open to all R.I.B.A. members, students and probationers 
and members of Allied Societies at an annual subscription of 5s. The following officers shall be appointed to 
manage the club: Chairman, Hon. Secretary, Hon. ‘Treasurer, and a committee of four others. 

Objects —While the club will concern itself in all phases of photography, it is primarily to promote an interest 
in photography, both still and cinematograph, as applied to architecture, and to assist the activities of the R.I.B.A. 
through the medium of photography. 
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Activities.—(1) Exhibitions. 
2) Criticisms of members’ work. 
3) ‘To work in close collaboration with— 
a) the Exhibition Sub-Committee to assist in producing materials for exhibitions - 
6) the Library, with a view of building up a print record of such things as ancient and 
modern buildings, building processes, etc. 
(4) Lectures, demonstrations and discussions on the technical and pictorial sides of photography, 
(5) Propaganda in connection with the Public Relations Committee and such other committees 
as may find photography of assistance in their activities. 
(6) Such other activities as may from time to time be desirable. 

The club was officially brought into being at the opening of the Inaugural Exhibition on 18 November 1936, 
at which nearly 300 prints, selected from some 600 sent in by over 60 members, were hung. ‘This exhibition 
has received very good notices in the press, and a further exhibition was held on 8 February 1937 at the social 
evening organised by the Social Committee. 

It is hoped that the club will enjoy a world-wide reputation and that exhibitions as well as talks and meetings 
will be held at provincial and overseas centres, as well as at the Institute. 

The Dance Club.—The Dance Club completed its session for 1935-36 with a balance in hand of about £50. 

Mrs. Slater, who had acted as Organising Secretary for the past three years, resigned her position, as it was 
found possible for one of the R.I.B.A. permanent staff to act as clerk to the Dance Club. Mr. R. W. H. Robertson 
was appointed to carry out these duties. 

A programme of four dances for the Session 1936-37 was arranged. 

Two of these dances have already been held on 3 November 1936 and 15 December 1936, and were well 
attended. ‘Two further dances will be held on 13 April and 1 June 1937. 

Billy ‘Tait’s band was engaged. 

Mr. L. H. B. Roberts was elected to the Committee to fill the vacancy caused by the resignation of Mrs. Wornum. 

The Dance Club made arrangements for a portion of the programme for the social evening which took place 
at the R.I.B.A. on 8 February, and contributed towards the cost of the band.

The Dramatic Society.—At the last Annual General Meeting in January 1936 it was agreed that only one 
production should be given during 1936 and that the earlier part of the year should be given up to play readings. 
Accordingly eleven play readings took place and nine plays were read, ranging from melodrama to tragedy, the 
average attendance being nine. 

When the autumn production came to be considered, it was felt vital to put on a first-class show, and it was 
decided to have a professional producer. The name of Mr. John Burrell was already associated with Molnar’s 
‘ Liliom,” the play it was finally decided to produce, and the Society was exceedingly fortunate in securing his 
services. ‘The performances that duly took place on 26, 27 and 28 November proved the wisdom of this new 
departure, and, although there was a financial loss, dramatically the play was a great success. 

* Liliom ” was so highly appreciated that the Finance and House Committee have agreed to reduce the 
remaining balance of the debt on the stage, and also the annual payments, and to help the Society by erecting a 
shelter over the access to the stage, which is at present across the open area. ‘The hearty thanks of the Society 
are due to the R.I.B.A. and its staff for this and other help given during the year. 

After payment of all outstanding accounts, the present balance in hand amounts to £2 8s. 5d. 

The Music Club.—In October a Provisional Committee was formed to draw up a proposed constitution for 
the club. This Committee also undertook the arrangements for the successful concert of songs, duets and piano 
solos by Mr. and Mrs. Ailwyn Best, Mr. Irvin Hinchliffe and Mr. Leonard Randall which was held on 14. December. 

At the Social Committee Party the Music Club staged a short cabaret, when Miss Barbara Sullivan contributed 
three short dances and Mr. Neil Abercrombie gave some lively interpretations of dance music. 

At a General Meeting held on 26 February the following committee were elected :—Mrs. H. V. Lanchester

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Report of the Town Planning, Housing and Slum 
Clearance Committee 


The Committee have held six meetings since the publication of the last Annual Report.

The Committee have appointed three Sub-Committees as follows :— 
1. Sub-Committee on Slum Clearance, Replanning of Blighted Areas and Housing Standards. 
2, Sub-Committee on the Planning of London (L.C.C. Area and Greater London Region). 
3. Sub-Committee on the Preservation of Historic or Architecturally Interesting Buildings, Villages, etc. 
Each Sub-Committee has appointed a chairman and convener, and has held meetings, and the principal 
matters considered by the Committee are referred to below under the headings of the various Sub-Committees. 


The Sub-Committee on Slum Clearance, Replanning of Blighted Areas and Housing Standards. 
This Sub-Committee began its work by an inquiry into what had been done and what is at present being done 
by other organisations towards defining housing standards, in order to decide how the Institute could best help 
those responsible for carrying out rehousing. 

It was found that practically nothing had been done to lay down standards for housing in block dwellings, and 
the Sub-Committee, therefore, decided to concentrate upon this, and to set out the results of its research in a series 
of pamphlets. 

A report by the Sub-Committee defines the subject as falling naturally into groups of the following types : 

a) The planning of neighbourhood units and social services involved : 
b) The planning of residential building groups : 

c) The planning of various types of dwelling : 

d) The design and planning of equipment : 

e) Materials and construction. 

It is proposed to deal with (6) and (c) in a first pamphlet, and to allow the issue of further pamphlets to 
depend upon the success of the first effort. 

This report has been endorsed by the Committee and has been sent to the Council with the recommendation 
that the grant towards the cost of the necessary research and publication be made. 

The Sub-Committee on the Planning of London.—This Sub-Committee was appointed to consider 
the town planning of London and Greater London. It has held an informal meeting with Mr. Berry, Chairman 
of the London County Council ‘Town Planning and Building Regulation Committee, and it is hoped soon to 
make a report to the Council, with a recommendation that it be published in the JouRNAL, on the present position 
of town planning in London. (On account of the informality of this meeting, the report is held back until 
Mr. Berry has approved it). 

The proposed Cromwell Road Extension, now sanctioned by Parliament, was considered in detail, and the 
conclusion of the Sub-Committee, that the road should form part of a re-planning scheme for the whole area 
through which it passes, is set out in its report. 

In consequence of the criticism that the road would not only destroy the amenities of the neighbourhood but 
would so cut up the area as to make proper re-development impossible it was suggested in the report that the 
University College Town Planning School and the A.A. School of Planning and Research should be invited to 
prepare plans showing how the whole area might be re-developed. 

This the two schools have agreed to do ; a programme has accordingly been drawn up and the London Society 
have very generously offered to give a prize for the best scheme.

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‘The dissolution of the Greater London Regional Planning Committee was considered by the Sub-Committee 
and a Memorandum containing a proposal for the creation of a Planning Board for the Greater London Area 


has been prepared. ‘This, with the approval of the President, has been submitted to the Minister of Health and 


at his invitation, a small delegation of the Committee has been to see the Director and Principal Assistant Secretary 
at h tat ll delegat f the C ttee has | to see the Directo 1 Principal A retary 


of the Housing and ‘Town Planning Division of the Ministry to explain the proposal contained in the Memorandum, 
A recommendation will shortly be made to the Council that the Memorandum be published in the Journa; 
and issued to the press. 
The report of the London and Home Counties Traffic Advisory Committee on Charing Cross Bridge has been 


considered, and the Committee is of opinion that a bridge at this position would have such far-reaching effect 


that it should not be considered alone, but as part of a planning scheme for a wide area on both sides of the river, 
The actual bridge was therefore not considered in detail, but it was felt to have certain undesirable features, 


The Sub-Committee on the Preservation of Historic or Architecturally Interesting Buildings, 
Villages, etc.—This Sub-Committee was formed to consider what, if anything, could be done to preserve 
buildings or groups of buildings, which do not fall within the class of ancient monuments, from needless destruction, 

Realising that, after the administrative machinery under the Housing or other Acts for the demolition of build- 
ings has been set in motion, it is extremely difficult to secure their preservation, the Sub-Committee is considering 
how a national survey can be made, in order to ensure that these buildings or groups of buildings receive special 
consideration before demolition orders are made. A report has been made by the Chairman of the Sub- 
Committee for future consideration. 


Other matters which have been before the Committee are :— 
A Town Planning Conference and Exhibition.—Whether the Institute should promote a Town Planning 
Conterence, like that which it promoted in 1910, in order to stimulate public interest and to stress the architectural 


side of town planning, which is now obscured by considerations of traffic and zoning. ‘This is still being 
considered. 


National Planning.—lThe Committee has neither the time nor information at its disposal to consider fully 
the whole subject of national planning, but they feel that there are aspects of the subject upon which the 
Institute should express some opinion, and so four members of the Committee are preparing a report on the 
architectural aspect of national planning. 


The Public Health Act, 1936, and Public Health (London) Act, 1936.—A member of the Committee 
drew up a report upon these Acts, but as the Institute is represented on the Ministry of Health Committee which 
is preparing the model bye-laws under these Acts, no further action has been taken. 


The Limitation of the Number of Houses in a Block.—A member of the Institute asked for support 
against the decision of a town planning authority to limit the number of houses in a block to four. The views of 
the Committee were conveyed to the Secretary to be sent to the member. 


Report of the Women Members’ Committee 


The Committee have been in close touch with the Women’s Housing Conference throughout the year, and 
Miss J. E. Townsend was one of the deputation to the Minister of Health on 4 February 1936, when the housing 
needs of women were emphasised, and again when a special sub-committee met Lord Dudley of the General 
Purposes and Technical Sub-Committee of the Central Advisory Housing Council of the Ministry. At his suggestion 
the Conference is being turned into a permanent Women’s Advisory Housing Council, with which the Women 
Members’ Committee hope to keep in touch. 

With the Committee’s co-operation, two exhibitions of the work of women architects were held in London 
during February and March ; one at the Building Centre and one in connection with the Exhibition of Women’s 
Progress. Following these, there was a further exhibition of the same photographs at Portsmouth. 

On 14 December the Committee held an At Home at the R.I.B.A., which was attended by 39 women members 
of the Institute. 


The Committee have also from time to time, in reply to enquiries, given information about women architects 
and their work. 
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The Finances of the Royal Institute 


The revenue accounts and balance sheets for the past financial year prepared by the Accountants 
and the report of the Hon. Auditors show the financial position of the Royal Institute as on 31 December 
last. 

The Ordinary Funds revenue account expenditure during the year was £45,517 18s. 8d., as compared 
with an « —— expenditure of £445724- The former figure inc ludes, however, non-rec urring expenditure 
of £717 . 8d. for legal charges in connection with the new leases and mortgage to Lloyds Bank not 
provided — in the Budget. 


Income for the year amounted to £43,057 11s. 7d., as compared with an estimated income of £42,963. 

Included in the expenditure is the sum of £5,378 17s. 2d. in respect of interest on bank overdraft 
necessitated by the outlay on the new premises. As a large proportion of this charge will only continue 
for so long as the valuable freehold premises in Conduit Street remain unsold it cannot be considered as 
a normal annual charge on revenue. 


Notwithstanding the temporary continuance of this heavy commitment, and the expenditure necessary 
for the increasing activities of the Institute in various directions now made possible in our new premises, 
it is satisfactory to note that the deficit on the. year’s working was reduced from £3,444 in 1935 to £2,460 
in 1936, and it is anticipated that it will be possible to show a further reduction at the end of the current 
year. 

The disposal of the Conduit Street premises is receiving the constant attention of the Finance and 
House Committee, and very careful consideration is given to all offers which seem to be possible of 
acceptance. 

It must, however, be remembered that the property market is only slowly recovering from the slump 
of the last few years; but that recovery is sure and is reflected in the greatly improved offers which have 
of late been received for the Conduit Street premises. In some cases satisfactory offers as to price have 
been made but have had to be abandoned owing to the difficulty of the prospective purchasers in formu- 
lating suitable financial arrangements acceptable to the Committee. 


Schemes for letting the premises on lease have also been considered, but for various reasons it is thought 
desirable that the property should be disposed of finally, and thereby reduce the bank overdraft. When 
this has been effected, the Committee will formulate a scheme for dealing with the remainder of the debt— 
either by debentures or such arrangement as will ensure its eventual extinction over a term of years.

Report of the Honorary Auditors 


We have examined the books and vouchers of the Ordinary and Trust Funds for the year ended 31 
December 1936, also the share and script certificates and bankers’ verifications, and find them in order and 
in agreement with the statement of accounts prepared by the Chartered Accountants. 

Now that two full financial years have passed since the occupation of the new premises, a few com- 
parative figures may be of interest, and give some indication of the financial position involved in a normal 
year’s working. 

The total expenditure for the year was £45,517 18s. 8d., as compared with £45,814 7s. 7d. for the 
previous year. 

The total income for the year was £43,057 11s. 7d., as compared with £42,370 6s. gd. for the previous 


year. There was, therefore, a decrease of £296 8s. 11d. in expenditure, and an increase of £687 4s. 10d. 
In income. 
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After allowing for the special item of non-recurring expenditure in connection with the new leases and 
the mortgage, the deficit for the year amounted to £2,460 7s. 1d., compared with £3,444 os. rod. in 1935 


This deficit is due to the expenditure incurred in interest on the bank overdraft necessitated by the 
new R.I.B.A. premises. Owing to more favourable terms being arranged during the year with the Institute 
bankers, the interest on the overdraft was only increased by about £34 notwithstanding the fact that final 
certificates amounting to £10,929 18s. 8d. were issued in connection with the completion of the building. 

As anticipated, increases of expenditure were incurred in the items of Premises, Administration, ‘l'ravelling 
Expenses, Examinations and Prizes, and Contributions to Allied Societies. There were, however, satis. 
factory decreases in expenditure on the net cost of Publications, General Meetings, etc., Grants, and mis. 
cellaneous expenses. 

Income from Subscriptions, Entrance Fees, and Use of Rooms was in excess of the previous year, but 
reduced amounts were received for Examination Fees and Sale of Publications. 


It is satisfactory to note a still further reduction in the amount brought forward at the end of the year 
for subscriptions in arrear. 


We must again express our appreciation of the way these accounts have been presented to us, and the 


very great help given to us by the Staff in our capacity as Honorary Auditors.

COT MAN* 


[It is impossible not to be enthusiastic about Mr. 
Kitson’s Life of John Sell Cotman. The book not 
only gives us a biography written with a love for Cot- 
man’s work, and a knowledge of his life and character, 
but shows us Mr. Kitson himself with his enthusiasms 
for real people, and his interest in men and things, 
which will be recognised as familiar by all those who 
know the measure and quality of his work for 
the R.I.B.A. 

Mr. Kitson has for many years been one of the most 
assiduous and scholarly collectors of Cotman’s work, 
and even before the publication of this book had 
established himself as the greatest Cotman _ expert. 
“The Life”? however has more than _ accurate 
scholarship to commend it; it is a human and sym- 
pathetic portrait of one who was, as Mr. Kitson shows, 
much in advance of his time, who loved his art and 
the buildings and countryside his subjects. As such 
the book must appeal to an audience of all those who 
favour biography for its own sake, but for architects 


there will be an extra appeal not only on account of 


the book’s authorship but because through the greater 
part of his life Cotman devoted himself to drawing 
architectural subjects. Indeed, the world at large, and 
architects in particular, may be glad that Opie’s advice 
to young Cotman’s father—*‘ let him rather black boots 
than follow the profession of an artist ’’—was not fol- 
lowed. 


Again and again in the book we are reminded of 


Cotman’s particular claim to our recognition and grati- 
tude. His respect and admiration for buildings was 
intense and in his interpretation of them, as Mr. Kitson 
shows, he had few equals. Unlike Crome, “ he took an 
interest in buildings for themselves.” 

Take for instance his very fine painting of Durham, 


described so well by Mr. Kitson, or the drawing of 


Walsoken, ‘“‘ made with the zest of a born enthusiast 
for the Romanesque style,” and there is Cotman’s own 
interesting remark that Peterborough was ** too perfect 
for his pencil.’ 

There is poignancy perhaps in the fact that, however 
natural was Cotman’s interest in architecture, archi- 
tecture was in a way forced on him in the period when, 
in order to obtain a living, he was compelled to become 
very largely an architectural draughtsman and, under 
the dictates of Dawson ‘Turner, had to take numerous 
rubbings of memorial brasses ; but through all this 
Mr. Kitson shows us that even then, however dull his 
subjects might be, and however much he was dictated 
to by force of circumstances, he never forgot he was an

artist ;—a lesson for many of us. In 1817 he was 
asked to make an etching of William Wilkins’s 
design for the Nelson Column at Yarmouth, 
showing the monument as it would be when com- 
pleted. ‘This he did with great imagination, with the 
foreground and background handled with ‘‘ supreme 
artistry’? which many a modern perspective artist 
might envy. 

Cotman’s notable feeling for architecture (according 
to his own statement he was a follower of Piranesi 
comes out again vividly in his visits to Normandy. 
His description of Mont St. Michel is dramatic : “* ] 
have seen it in sunshine, twilight and haze, amid the 
flat, purply-grey sand, and in all the terrors of a tre- 
mendous storm of lightning, thunder, hail and rain and 
wind, with the sea beating at its feet covered with foam. 
*Tis an object of astonishment from the heights of above 
Mortain, a distance of 10 leagues in a straight line, and ’tis 
an object stern to sublimity when near” ; fine descriptive 
writing ; or his words on seeing Castle Tancarville for 
the first time after having lost his way : *‘ a castle of no 
architecture, but for its situation the most picturesque 
and lovely I ever saw ” ; and his description of Bayeux 
Cathedral : ‘“‘ a vile mixture of Norman, Gothic and 
Grecian !”’ As architects we can share his enthusiasm 
and delight when he turns again and again to Norwich 
Cathedral for inspiration, and cries out in a moment of 
ecstasy, “‘Oh, rare and beautiful Norfolk!” Most 
interesting also is his advice to his son, ** Draw sternly 
and true ; leave out, but add nothing,’ words which 
have a modern ring about them. And then, when he 
comes to settle in town as Professor of Drawing at 
King’s College, his references to Wilkins and Smirke 
as his supporters in his candidature for this post have 
interest to us, and his premature and somewhat pathetic 
statement (Cotman always seemed just to fail in obtain- 
ing the recognition due to him), in a letter to his son, 
February 1836, that he had been 
elected honorary member of the Institute of British 
Architects, whereas actually, as Mr. Kitson tells us, he 
had only been told that he was on the list of candidates, 
although he was invited to some of the Institute’s 
meetings, which he was obviously proud of. Mr. Kitson 
relates Cotman’s amusing reaction to these meetings, 
** Tt was most remarkable to see how very different the 
character of the head was from that of the painters. 
Here (the upper part) it was all large, and all in favour 
of the architects. They had all the more masculine 
and grand character than the painter, and I believe 
the study of architecture requires it.” 


/ 


An interesting point brought out by Mr. Kitson is 
that Cotman in his best work was so much in advance 
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of his time. It was in 1805, in the “ Greta” period, 
that ‘he entered upon his kingdom and produced 
work of individual distinction recording the lyrical 
aspect of nature,” but like so many pioneers he was too 
advanced and his work failed to sell. Doubtless, if 
Cotman had lived a little later, and come into touch 
with the French impressionists, his individuality of 
outlook and technique would have placed him high 
amongst the moderns. Mr. Kitson tells us how, over 
and over again, he was forced to do more hackneyed 
work to keep the wolf from the door, but ‘‘ whereas the 
typical recorder of architecture is content to state the 
facts, and let the spectator supply the emotion, Cotman, 
in most of these topographical drawings, gives both 
facts and emotion, often by the simplest and most 
limited means, but always with distinction, and a 
supreme sense of the value of pattern.” 

With all modesty, one can share in Cotman’s strug- 
gles, trials, and development in his water-colour work 
the overlabouring of the subject, the muddy result, the 
difficulties of tone values, the overpainting, the trouble 
with foregrounds and the like ; Cotman went through 
it all : then there were the trials and tribulations of out- 
door work, glimpsed in the following remark, “* the boys 
and men and women flocked round me, and cracked 
their coarse jokes upon me,” which has a Biblical ring. 

Mr. Kitson gives us generously of his rare under- 
standing of Cotman’s work in numberless satisfying 
descriptions. One or two pictures may be singled out 
which give special and lasting pleasure. First Cotman’s 
water colour of The Needles ; here is no muddy or 


laboured work, but as Mr. Kitson says : ‘‘ The joyous 
mastery of allowing the pure washes of colour to tell 
their own story.”” This and “The Mars Riding at 
Anchor’ are drama most moving and simple. How 
he must have enjoyed doing these two drawings. Then 
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** The Ploughed Field,” in the Leeds Art Gallery, which 
Mr. Kitson tells us, ‘‘ marks the summit of Cotman 
contribution and is one of the loveliest glimpses of an 
imaginative landscape ever created by Cotman’s ming 
and hand.” ‘This painting, neither signed nor dated. 
seems to indicate how little time, era or style have any. 
thing to do with great creative work. ‘‘ From transien 
gifts intransient values rise, and finite things take on 
infinite guise.” 

* At Brandsby,”” which Mr. Kitson has selected as the 
frontispiece to his book, should also be singled out 
It is unfinished, and as Mr. Kitson so well describes jt 


“it remains a fascinating example of the translation of 


an ordinary scene into a patterned harmony, at the 
hands of an inspired artist. In his absorption, he has 
dispensed with the memory of all traditional render. 
ings, and he has evolved something which is new {o 
all time.” 

Cotman’s eye for a building and its surroundings, the 
structural simplicity of his painting, and the quality of 
his sepia washes will always be of the greatest interest 
to those who know his work and realise how much the 
work of the architect and the builder meant to him. 
And now comes Mr. Kitson’s book, written as one would 
have expected it to be, with modesty, charm, and 
distinction, beautifully illustrated and readable through- 
out, and there is an energy about it which makes it 
hard to believe that it was written, unhappily, under the 
shadow of serious illness. 

We may end this review with the words which the 
author has chosen to use as an epitaph for Cotman in 
memory and in admiration of Mr. Kitson’s own work 
and labour. 


** He has made me feel those things to be lovable 
which I hold lovable myself. I ask no more.” 


HEATING* 


Few technical subjects have produced more books 
than that of heating. For the architect reader almost 
all of them suffer from the major defect of being written 
by specialists with the result that either the essential 
facts are sunk in a sea of theoretical calculations or 
there has been undue bias—not always unintentional 
in favour of certain systems or fuels. ‘There has, in 
fact, long been wanted a book for architects on the sub- 
ject of heating—a book half-way between a technical 
tome for heating engineers and ‘“ Heating without 
Tears.” Dr. Faber and Mr. Kell have now written 
it. 

As an architect, the present writer has long suspected 
that it was possible to explain the principles and appli- 
cation of heat and compare the various systems without

resort to complicated abstractions and calculations. 
He now knows that it is. This book can almost be 
recommended as light reading matter. 

The secret perhaps lies in Dr. Faber’s experience as a 
lecturer to students, both architectural and engineering. 
He has a gift, rare in technical lecturers, of taking his 
auditors along step by step without putting them 
suddenly at stiff mental fences ; they arrive at the end 
of the lecture without those feats of mental agility that 
leave the student rather exhausted. The lecturer has 
made it appear all so simple. 

he book assumes a reasonable knowledge of the 
science of heat, of building construction, of human 
requirements in building and of arithmetic. It is 
moreover written with a full understanding of those 
things the architect considers essential, such as good 
appearance and the commonsense use of buildings 
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It acknowledges such factors as human limitations, as, 
for example, when speaking of manual stoking, * One 
cannot expect an unlimited supply of intelligence and 
forethought at 50s. a week.” It is salted with a pleasant 
gnse of humour, as when a diagram of an existing 
horizontal flue three parts full of soot is described 
merely as ** not recommended.”’ 

The first four chapters are concerned with general 
considerations such as heat losses in buildings, the value 
of insulation, the effects of air leakage, the choice of 
heating system and descriptions of various systems. A 
sood deal of this matter is customarily omitted from text- 
hooks on heating, though as a consideration of what is 
required it seems a necessary preliminary to a study of 
how to do it. 

Chapters five and six are an interesting —even lfas- 
cinating—-discourse on the design, use and efficiencies 
of boilers. Here the authors indicate that there is a 
considerable future before gravity-fed and forced- 
draught boilers, in even quite small sizes. With 
mild forced draught, thermostatic control of boilers 
burning solid fuel becomes relatively easy because the 
thermostat has only to control the switch of the blower 
motor. ‘The gravity-fed boiler requires attention only 
once every twenty-four hours. 

Chapter seven deals with oil firing, eight and nine 
with warming by hot water, ten and eleven with hot- 
water supply systems. In twelve and _ thirteen the 
authors are on the debatable ground of gas and elec- 
tricity as fuels. “They make a good case for their con- 
iention that neither fuel can compare in economy with 
solid fuel firing or even oil firing for the heating of large 
buildings. ‘Thermal storage electric systems they con- 
sider relatively costly even when all charges, such as 
labour, are included. ‘The facts and figures given, 
however, indicate that it is next to impossible to arrive 
at any exact comparison between fuels and systems 
except in the case of a given building. It is abundantly 
clear that fuels and systems should vary according to 
the type and size of building and its locality, and that 
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therefore a heating engineer ought to choose the appro- 
priate fuel and system for each building without pre- 
judice—an event of some rarity. 

Chapter fourteen deals with steam heating and 
fifteen with running costs. Air-conditioning is covered 
adequately in chapters sixteen to eighteen. ‘The 
authors deal very thoroughly with the prejudice against 
air-conditioning that exists in this country. It is held 
by many that the temperature range in this country 
does not warrant its employment as does the tem- 
perature range in America. But there is an excellent 
case for its use in hotels, restaurants and theatres where 
it gives an indirect financial return. The authors 
quote a personal experience where they found the 
temperature in an old London theatre one summer night 
to be 92 degrees. Theatre managers complain that 
they cannot get people into their theatres in the summer, 
yet, as the authors point out, the remedy is obvious. 

The last chapter deals with combined generating and 
heating systems, which the authors have for some time 
advocated in articles and lectures. They have had 
personal experience of a large combined installation 
in the Bank of England’s new building. Heat and 
electric energy in this country begin as coal or oil. 
In the Grid generating stations the heat evolved in 
turning coal into electricity is largely wasted. The 
authors point out that a combined generating and 
heating plant for a building or group of buildings would 
show a greater economy to the community. Indeed, 
apart from the use of waste heat for warming the 
buildings and for hot water supply, they claim to be 
able to fulfil the electric current requirements of a large 
building more cheaply than the Grid can do with its 
enormous overhead charges. 

This book was originally published as a series ot 
articles in the Architects’ Journal. The Architectural 
Press are to be congratulated on their choice of authors 
and on the republication in book form. The subject 
matter is clearly and fully sub-headed and there is an 
excellent index. 


PLANNING MOSCOW* 


The town-planner’s Paradise, the educationist’s 
Eden, with a reluctant hint that the serpent may still 
be lurking in the lush grass, is the impression left by 
this sincere and fascinating study of life in Moscow 
to-day. ‘The fact that the information on housing, 
education, local government and finance has been 


gathered by four persons who cannot be suspected of 


dangerous thoughts makes their conclusions even more 
interesting than if, equally expert, they had gone to 
that strange land with Communism or Socialism 
surring in their blood. 

The housing section, with the great and noble plan

for eventually extending and rebuilding the city, 
naturally interested me most. Very encouraging it is 
to read that somewhere on this mad continent such 
schemes are being made by man. I like to know that 
60,000 hectares of land are to house no more than five 
million people, with complete municipal and cultural 
facilities ; that the city will be surrounded by a forest 
belt, linked with the centre by parkways ; that rest 
and recreation will be possible within this forest 
that the streets will be designed to emphasise the 
importance of the capital. 

Moscow is like London in its determination not to 
remain a “ museum piece.” But whereas in Moscow 
change is disciplined, subordinated to a proud plan 
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intended to make the city the most beautiful and most con- 
venient in the world, in London destruction and redevelopment 
are wantonly guided by the financial advantages of land- 
owners, financiers or builders, without so much as lip-service 
to the needs, comfort, wishes or pockets of the citizens them- 
selves. In transport alone do we in Britain consider com- 
munity needs, but they are the needs of travellers, not of 
residents. Comfort, beauty, heirlooms however 
irreplacable, are mutilated or destroyed on a principle that 
appears to be “** it is better to travel than arrive.” But enough 
of Britain—it is idle to consider our woes. Consider rather 
the following extracts from this book :—* The relations 
between the city soviet of Moscow and the minor authorities 
in charge of the districts seem almost ideal and incomparably 
superior to those existing in London, Paris or New York. 

The moral comviction, the sense of unity, the optimism, the 
belief in themselves, the devotion to public work, the en- 
thusiasm for the common cause 
power of description. The impact of these forces almost 
takes away breath by its tremendous strength.” 
** Courage and imagination ’”’ have aroused * a widespread 
enthusiasm for learning that has probably had no counterpart 
since the Renaissance.” 

What a brave new world ! 

When they get to money values, however, there is less 
unanimity ; the experts are alternately shocked and dazzled. 
Professor Jewkes, in fact, is almost sour: resents the quality 
of the taxation, the method of assessment, the fact that loan 
charges are so low. In reply to competent cross-questioning 
he and Sir Ernest succeeded in eliciting only very crooked 
answers. ‘* Money is looked on with contempt,” ** the land 
of Moscow is not even valued, it is considered according to 
its site and its geological structure,” ** rents are calculated on 
outgoings which do not include interest charges on capital 
costs.” “in spite of the acute shortage of housing there is no 
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profiteering in rents, which amount to only 2 per cent. , 
7 per cent. of the workers’ incomes,” “ in spite of a serio, 
shortage of labour, children are kept at school whole-tip 
until 15 and are only employed part-time after that age: 
Very baffling to be asked to readjust or discard lifelong valys 
so summarily ! 

Mr. Robson succeeded in giving me my first coherent idea 
of the government of Moscow. It sounded ideally conceived 
to these people, familiar with local government in Londo, 
and Manchester. The hatred of bureaucracy gave yy, 
particular pleasure! The tendency of civic governmen 
first towards centralisation and thereafter towards a steadjl 
increasing decentralisation is interesting, while the troybj 
which is taken to inform ** the masses ” shows true wisdom, 

While liberty of thought on political matters is obvioys| 
non-existent, I personally feel that the Government js fy\ 
justified in refusing to permit criticism of a plan of actio; 
after it has been thoroughly ventilated, discussed and agreed 
For example, four years were spent in hammering out a 
policy for the re-development of Moscow ; with full publi 
propaganda and discussion of every detail. I can see 
reason, provided that opinion was properly informed, {o 
subsequently altering the agreed plan, unless at the instigatio; 
of the experts themselves. 

Many of the tenets of the Soviet faith sound a clarion call 
to the generous-minded. ‘The highest tribute I can pay to; 
man of Sir Ernest Simon’s ability and experience is to sa 
that he has seen the fine things, understood the high aims. 
the singleness of purpose, the passion to serve the communit 
which are Russia’s contributions to civilisation to-day. H 
and his friends have heard these things, but they have als 
been aware of the darker side of government : this they hay 
estimated as the growing-pains which are inseparable fror 
the establishment of a great new order of society.

MASONIC HISTORY* 


The title of this interesting and valuable little book at once 
invites a question as to whether the authors are concerned 
with the history of the working mason or with freemasonry 
in its other sense. Any uninitiated person who ‘s sufficiently 
curious to consult an article on the latter subject in any 


standard encyclopedia is baffled by the * history ” he finds 
there, a curious medley of legend and tradition with actual 
fact. ‘The learned authors of the present book are serious 


historians, as is proved by their numerous published researches 
into the records of building methods in the past, and though 
it appears, from internal evidence, that they are themselves 
** masons ”’ in the modern sense, they draw a clear distinction 
between ‘ operative’ and “ speculative’? masonry, and 
therefore between the history of the former and the legendary 
traditions of the latter. They leave us in no doubt that, 
though many of the customs and most of the ceremonial of 
modern have their origin in the mediaeval 
rules of the craftsmen’s guilds. they are now anachronisms

Indeed, the operatiy 
masons in the Middle Ages seem to have had a less elaborat 
fraternity organisation than many other crafts. ‘There is n 
positive proof, the authors tell us, of “ secret methods | 
recognition ’” among medieval masons; or of the ™ secr 
word”; and evidence of the existence of a 
lacking. Such trade secrets as did undoubtedly exist had onl 
a trade importance. 

In drawing this distinction between masonic tradition an 
historical fact the authors give no display of * debunking’ 
the traditions of modern speculative freemasonry : they

only concerned, as scientific historians, to establish a defini 
line between two quite different things. They thereto 
trace in some detail, quite convincingly, the gradual appea'- 
ance of speculative masonry in the seventeenth centu 
and it is especially interesting to architects to find that 
emergence of the amateur architects (e.g., Inigo Jones, Wre! 
Pratt) in the seventeenth century coincided with, and to son 
extent accounted for, the admission of amateurs into 

masons’ craft guilds. ‘The first outsiders to become mason 
were the clerics, whose title to admission lay in their wri 
the histories of the guilds. They may be compared wit 
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our Honorary Fellows and Honorary Associaics of the R.I.B.A., 
but the extremely inaccurate history which they compiled, 
with its references to Solomon’s Temple and anything else 
that took their fancy, has led to the present confusion between 
masonic history and masonic legend. When architecture, 
in the seventeenth century, became so much a matter of 
working “from the book” (i.e., from the Roman Orders of 
Vitruvius and his latter-day disciples), the operative mason 
was out of his depth, and the infiltration of cognoscenti, dilettanti, 
and well-born pedants generally led to a slow transformation 
in the character of the former operative masons’ guild, until 
in these modern days it has lost all its medieval significance 
and retained all its medieval ceremonial, considerably 
elaborated during the past two centuries. 

But although the foregoing summary describes (with 
fairness, it is hoped) the main thesis of this remarkable book, 
the authors also deal concisely with the history of operative 
masonry, and include, as an appendix, biographies of twenty 
leading English masons of the Middle Ages. They 
have previously published in the R.I.B.A. JouRNAL a_ life 
of Henry Yevele (d. 1400), but the remainder of these artist- 
craftsmen are comparatively unknown, and the information 
here given, supplemented by a tremendous array of footnotes, 
is full of human as well as technical interest. The non- 
masonic architect, as well as the initiated, will find this book 
absorbing, learned and enlightening.

THE PATTERN OF OUR CULTURE 
Art AND SocieTy. By Herbert Read. lo. 282 pp. 
William Heinemann. tos. 6d.

The task which Mr. Read has set himself in his book Art and 
Society is by no means an easy one. Mr. Read himself is the 
first to admit the difficulty of treating the subject adequately 
in anything less than a work of encyclopedic scope ; even 
when the subject is confined, as it is here, to general issues the 
vast stretch to be covered between the cave paintings of the 
stone age to the art of the present day makes it inevitable 
that the reader must be aware of certain unbridged gaps, 
despite the swiftness of his passage. But we are not concerned 
here with what the book excludes ; what it includes is of 
vial importance, and it is to Mr. Read’s credit as a writer 
that he is able to bring coherence into his vast subject matter 
and to his credit as a scholar that he is able to support his 
points by such a wide range of references. 

rhe first four chapters deal with the function of art in the 
various types of social organisation which have manifested 
themselves throughout the course of history. Not the least 
value of this section is its original approach to art history—an 
approach which has been too long delayed, and for which we 
must thank Mr. Read. Art history (and, too, architectural 
history) is not merely a question of dates, structural method 
and appearances, but it must deal with factors which are 
social and psychological in origin. The chapter in which 
Mr. Read draws on Freud’s theory of the personality as an 
explanation of the various planes of artistic activity again 
provides an esthetic analysis which is unusual, in this country 
at least. We may not agree with all Mr. Read’s conclusions, 
but the importance of his analysis and the validity of his 
‘pproach cannot be doubted. Without at least some under- 
standing of the psychological problem a sympathetic educa- 
tional treatment is impossible. In Chapter V he deals with 
‘ils question of education and art : however much there may 
be that is admirable about the present educational system, 
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it remains a patent fact that children in whom the artistic 
impulse is a perfectly normal and natural possession are often, 
at the completion of their training, afraid of the intuitive sense 
of colour and form they once possessed, blunted in their 
sensibility and equipped with a completely false set of artistic 
standards. In art education, at least, it is obviously necessary, 
as Mr. Read says, ‘* to return to the literal meaning of the 
word,”’ and to educe that which can so easily become latent 
or suppressed. It is important to ask ourselves how much, 
in our art education generally, is given over to tests which 
are by nature intellectual, and how much time is spent in 
developing the sensibility, and whether the balance is anything 
like a proportionate one. The education of the instincts is 
not an easy matter ; it is a task which nevertheless must be 
faced if art is again to be (as Mr. Read maintains it always 
has been) a vital and contributing force in the pattern of 
our culture. 

Finally, Mr. Read turns to the all important question of the 
function of art in this age of transition and the position of the 
artist in present-day society. The fact that there are several 
kinds of artists does not alter the importance of the question 
for each individual, nor is this issue the concern of the painter 
and sculptor only ; the architect, too, at this stage, need not 
be reminded that he is not as yet an integral part of the social 
structure. If this reminder is necessary, let him open his 
eyes to the acres of typical suburban development, th: un 
planned and chaotic mass of building in which the architect 
has played no part, and which, judged from the point of 
view of bulk at least, has every claim to be called the archi- 
tectural style of the *twenties and ‘thirties of this century. 
The mass of our society exists in chaos, without contact with 
the artist or the architect ; art, instead of being regarded as 
‘a necessity, like bread and water,” as ‘* part of the stuff of 
life,” is a superficial ornament ; instead of accepting art as a 
matter of course, we have elevated it (together with Albert 
and innumerable Victorias) on a pedestal. We may at least 
be grateful to Mr. Read for reminding us that, in conferring 
this signal honour, we have removed art from its proper place 
as one of the essential elements in the structure of an 
autonomous society. 

It is difficult to give any adequate idea of the scope of this 
important book ; I can only recommend a close study of the 
book itself, which is, incidentally, particularly well illustrated 
and exceptionally well produced. fede. VE 


NINETEENTH CENTURY PAINTINGS OF 
ABERDEENSHIRE CASTLES 
DRAWINGS OF ABERDEENSHIRE CastTLes. By James Giles, 
R.S.A. gto. xxviii + 12 pp. + 85 coloured and mono plates. 
Aberdeen: Third Spalding Club, 1996. 

The library has received a gift from the Third Spalding 
Club of their volume of James Giles’s Drawings of Aberdeenshire 
Castles, edited by Dr. W. Douglas Simpson and with a memoir 
by Dr. William Kelly. James Giles, an artist little known to 
Englishmen, was born in 1801. His father was a designer of 
patterns for cotton printing block makers. His mother was 
descended from the Bruces, and had the distinctive auburn hair 
and black eyebrows of that family; perhaps the romantic 
disposition that led him to the wild ruins and desolate places 
of his country came from her ; from his father maybe came 
the precision of technique that at times seems directly in 
conflict with the ruggedness of his subjects. But 
nothing eerice—even as there was in Robert Adam’s romantic 
castle drawings—in these very suave Victorian **

depictions ” ; 
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in fact, despite the essential romanticism that must have lain 
behind his temperament, Giles is definitely happier with his 
calmer subjects. In style they seem to bear a really remarkable 
likeness to the drawings by Georges Bouet which Mr. Fielding 
Dodd presented to the R.I.B.A. in 1932.* The Giles drawings 
are larger (between 14 ins. by 10 ins. and 8 ins. by 6 ins. 
than the Bouet drawings, but have the same precision, in 
which technique and vision join forces in noticing and repre- 
senting minute detail of stone and tile. Giles was Bouet’s 
senior, but although they may have met when Giles was in 
France in 1824 there is no reason to assume that either 
was influenced by the other. 

After a short biographical introduction, the book consists 
entirely of eighty-five plates arranged according to the 
localities of the subjects. Sixteen plates are in colour. The 
value of the drawings as a topographical record is great ; 
it is no injustice to Giles to say that that is their chief value. 
as it was at first their purpose “* to illustrate a history of the 
county.” No drawings can be well enough reproduced on 
“art”? paper to give an adequate idea of their qualities, 
but their illustrative value survives reproduction and_ will 
provide a useful addition to the documents and books in the 
library dealing with Scottish history. 

WESTMORLAND 
WESTMORLAND. A survey and inventory by the Royal 
Commission on Hisiorical Monuments. La gto. /xviii-+ 
302 pp.4- 160 photo plates. London: H.M.S.O. 1936. 30s 

It is impossible to study any of the R.C.H.M. volumes 
without feelings of respect for the admirable clarity of the 
manner in which this vast accumulation of information is 
presented. The Commission might say, if it was not a com- 
pletely outmoded way of thinking, that their only business 
is to compile a record and that they do not, or cannot, care 
whether or not it is in fact interesting or is presented in an 
interesting way. The R.C.H.M. certainly do not take this 
narrow view. ‘The Report and the photographs and the 
charmingly drawn maps are all produced so as to attract as 
well as inform their readers. 

The Report opens with an account of prehistoric and 
Roman Westmorland by Mr. Mortimer Wheeler, in which 
we are given valuable evidence on barrows and early burials 
in the County. There is also a fascinating story of early hut 
settlements and mounds, which although reasonably fully 
dealt with, points to the opportunity that lies here for future 
research. 

In his chapter on the Roman period, Mr. Mortimer Wheeler 
takes us through the County, as is natural, by the Imperial 
Road, a kind of military reconnaissance in which the relation 
of camp to road and outpost site is carefully considered. 
There is a good schedule of Roman roads of which traces 
may be found. In a postscript to this part of the Report 
Mr. Mortimer Wheeler draws attention to a number of early 
domestic buildings of uncertain date, ** small and anomalous 
structures difficult at present to classify,” Mr. F. M. 
Stenton writes on Pre-conquest Westmorland. 

The sectional preface very briefly surveys the monuments 
according to their kind :—Ecclesiastical and secular buildings, 
monastic and collegiate, castles, etce., and includes a few 
general notes on the more important fittings in ecclesiastical 
and secular buildings, such as altars, brasses, chairs, etc.. etc. 
Attached to this preface is a classified group of photographs 
to illustrate the various types of monuments and fittings. 

The body of the Report follows the usual model, except

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that there seem to be more maps than usual. They are draw, 
with the attractive stylisation characteristic o R.C.HM 
map work and have the charming flippancies of little drawing. 
of birds, beasts and people about the titles and on the compas 
points. The half-inch Ordnance Survey map oi the whole 
county is included. This has on it reference numbers to the 
scheduled monuments, but these are sometimes a bit crowded 
and indistinct, being overprinted rather faintly on the already 
crowded map. In some ways it would be better if this map 
was divided. 

At the end of the book is a reasonably complete glossary of 
technical terms and an armorial.

SIR PHILIP STOTT, F.S.A. [Hon. A.] 

We regret to record the death of Sir Philip Stott. He 
received his training with his father, and practised at Oldham 
between 1883 and 1921. He built many cotton mills and 
weaving plants at home and abroad, among them being the 
Dunlop Cotton Mills at Rochdale and the main stores and 
other buildings for the Dunlop Rubber Company. Sir 
Philip was made an Honorary Associate of the Institute in 
1929. He was well known for his interest in the Conservative 
Party, in the affairs of which he took a prominent part. 


JONATHAN SIMPSON [Ret. F.] 


We regret to record the death of Mr. Jonathan Simpson, 
who was born in 1850. He served his articles with Mr. J. 
Lomax in Bolton, and began practising there himself in 1873. 

He was responsible for the building of many large hotels 
and a great number of buildings in Bolton. He built the 
Blackburn Road Church there and the swimming baths for 
Bolton School. He also built some cottages for Lever 
Brothers at Port Sunlight and restored the Saxon Great Barn 
at Rivington. He became a Fellow of the Institute in 1go6 
and retired in 1932. 


R. NEVILLE BROWN, A.M.T.P.I., A.IL.L.A. [A.] 


Mr. R. Neville Brown was born on 30 June 1903, and died 
on 13 March 1937. He was educated at South Shields 
High School and at Rossall. He was articled for four years 
to Messrs. J. H. Morton & Son [F.], South Shields, 
and during the period of his articles was a part-time student 
at the Armstrong College School of Architecture. On 
completion of his apprenticeship he was engaged in this 
same office as an architectural assistant. 

Mr. Brown later gained extensive experience with Mr. F. 
Willey [/.], Education Architect to Durham County Council, 
and also in his Majesty’s Office of Works and the Education 
Office, Newcastle-upon-Tyne. 

He travelled extensively for the purpose of study, and from 
1933 until his death he was Lecturer in Town Planning and 
Assistant Master in Design in the School of Architecture, 
Armstrong College, University of Durham, and at the same 
time practised in partnership with Mr. G. R. Smith [F-.], 
of South Shields, who, jointly, were responsible for many 
important works on ‘Tyneside. 

His practical experience, his aptitude and natural gifts 
as a teacher, together with his extensive knowledge of, and 
enthusiasm for, his subject contributed in no mean measure 
to the success of the Department of Town Planning at Arm- 
strong College, where his loss is keenly felt. He thought no 
trouble too great, and many men owe much to his inspired 
teaching. 

Mr. Brown was interested in many organisations on Tyne- 
side. He was a member of the Northumberland and New- 
castle Society, secretary of a special committee set up to 
deal with the development of waste lands on Tyneside, and a 
member of the Council of the Northern Architectural Asso- 
ciation. He worked strenuously for the betterment of the 
area from a planning and social point of view. 
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There is little doubt in the minds of those who knew hi 
that he was on the threshold of a distinguished ¢areer as 
scholar, architect and town planner. Memb: of th

W. B. OXLEY [4.] 


Mr. Wilfred Benjamin Oxley, who died on 2 Februan 
trained in the City of Leicester’s Surveyor’s Department, and 
practised there from 1919-1922, and from then until 1936 
in Durban, South Africa. There he became lecturer 
architecture in the Natal University College, and built severa 
small churches in Natal. 

Mr. Oxley served in the Royal Engineers during the war. 
and was promoted to Staff Officer to the Chief Engineer 0; 
the VII Army Corps, and later of the I Army Corps. 


MAJOR J. W. DOUGLAS. D.S.O., E.S.1. [L.] 


We regret to record the death on 26 January of Major James 
Wightman Douglas. He was born in 1873, and trained in the 
Estates Office of the Duke of Northumberland. As a very young 
man he was appointed lecturer in building construction at Rutherford 
College, and in 1900 he established his own practice at Alnwici 
and in Newcastle, doing a great deal of school work and designing 
the Duke’s School at Alnwick for the seventh Duke of Northumber- 
land, which cost £10,000. 


During the war Major Douglas fought first in France and later 
in Salonika, where he gained the D.S.O. and the order of the 
White Eagle of Serbia. After the war he was a Housing Com- 
missioner in London, and then joined a Government deputatior 
to the United States. On his return to Alnwick he practised again, 
and did a good deal of work for district councils in North North- 
umberland. He carried out the Alnwick water supply scheme, 
and, with Mr. Boyd, the new Infirmary there. 

Major Douglas was a member of the Northumberland County 
Council, of the Alnwick Guardians Committee and of the Coquet 
Fisheries Board. 


J. W. HUTTON [ZL] 


We regret to record the death on 16 January of Mr. J. W. Hutton 
at the age of 70. He was well known as an architect in Kendal, 
where he practised for 44 years. He was the son of Mr. Edward 
Hutton, builder, and educated at Stramongate School. He was 
articled to Mr. Stephen Shaw [F.], and started practice in 1893, 
taking into practi¢e Mr. John Wood last year. Mr. Wood succeeds 
him in practice and will continue at 22 Highgate, Kendal. 

Mr. Hutton designed many public buildings in Westmorland 
and North Lancashire. He built the Kendal Parish Church Hall, 
Kendal Grammar School swimming bath and gymnasium, Grange 
Public Hall and Council offices, Hazelwood Hydro, Grange. the 
Noith-Eastern Counties Friendly Society Convalescent Home, 
Grange, and, more recently, the new vestries at Allithwaite Church. 

But he will be best remembered for his work in connection with 
Meathop Sanatorium. Every alteration and extension that has 
taken place at that institution since it was founded in 1900 was 
made under Mr. Hutton’s guidance. The sanatorium was opened 
with ten beds, and now accommodates 155 patients, Mr. Hutton’s 
proudest achievement being the design of the new pavilion, which 
was opened in 1933.

DEVON AND CORNWALL ARCHITECTURAL 
SOCIETY 
ANNUAL GENERAL MEETING 


[he annual general meeting of the Devon and Cornwall 
\rchitectural Society was held in Exeter on 3 April, when 
the annual report was presented and the retiring President, 
Mr. E. Kemeys-Jenkin, gave his address. 

The report showed the membership to have reached 200 
for the first time in the Society’s history. ‘The Council held 
six meetings during the year, one being a special meeting 
convened to consider the report of the R.I.B.A. Constitutional 
Committee. The Council has assisted various local authorities 
by appointing members to the Advisory Panel for the South 
Devon region and by appointing members to various 
committees. 

The report refers to the results of the Society’s measured 
drawings competitions and to a competition for a prize offered 
by the Western Counties Brick Company. 

[The annual dinner and the outing were most successful. 

[The accounts show a credit balance in cash of £120 and 
£8 on deposit. 

[The following are extracts from Mr. Kemeys-Jenkin’s 
address : 

Chere is no doubt that the greatest item of interest for 
architects during my term of office is the Architects’ Regis- 
tration Bill. ‘The effect of the Bill will be to place the archi- 
tectural profession on a sound foundation, to secure adequate 
technical training for all members of the profession, and to 
provide the public with the protection to which they are 

ntitled. 

Concerning architects only, there are also important changes 
to be made this year in the constitution and composition of 
the R.I.B.A. Council, Standing Committees, Executive 
Committee, and the Allied Societies’ Conference. which will 
make these bodies more efficient instruments for the work 
which they have to perform, and will also give the provincial 
representatives on the Council more power in the working 
of the Institute than they have under the existing system. 

I do not think that the public, generally, appreciates the 
great amount of voluntary work which architects are doing 
for the good of the community. I will give one example : 
Under the Devon Regional Town and Country Planning 
Committee this Society has set up two panels of architects, 
one for South Devon and one for East Devon. During the 
last nine months the panels have met once a week or once a 
fortnight and examined and reported on no less than 250 sets 
of drawings. ‘The remaining areas of Devon are now coming 
into the scheme. 

It might be thought by many that it is not altogether to 
our advantage as architects to take on so much voluntary 
work, but the policy of the R.1.B.A. is to help wherever possible 
any cause for the good of the community, and also for our own 
satisfaction in seeing that areas are planned properly and 
decent dwellings erected. 

In conclusion, Mr. Kemeys-Jenkin referred with regret to 
the fact that the new Exeter Civic Centre was not to be built 
by a Devon man. He pleaded that architects should take 
more interest in local government, where they could be of 
great influence.

NOTTINGHAM, DERBY AND LINCOLN ARCHITECTURAI 
SOCIETY 
ANNUAL DINNER 


The Society’s annual dinner was held at the Black Boy Hotel. 
Nottingham, on 22 January, and was attended by the President. 
Mr. Percy Thomas and Sir Ian MacAlister. 

The President of the Society, Mr. C. E. Howitt [F.], proposed 
** The Cities of Nottingham, Derby and Lincoln,” and commented 
on the buildings in the centre of Nottingham, which, with the 
exception of a few municipal ones, were hardly of a standard 
commensurate with a city of its size and industrial importance 
He hoped that one day architects would be given the opportunity 
of showing what they could do for Nottingham, and this opportunity 
might come through the traffic problem, which would result in 
major street improvements. 

The Lord Mayor of Nottingham, Councillor E. Purser, who 
replied, said that street widening schemes should be undertaken 
with great care. The expenses involved might burden the city 
for sixty years and air traffic would probably solve the problem inside 
twenty years. 

Mr. S. F. Markham, M.P., who proposed the toast of “ The 
R.I.B.A. and Allied Societies,” said he hoped that the City Council 
of Nottingham would take full advantage of the assistance to be had 
from architects in future town planning ; and Mr. Percy Thomas. 
in replying, stressed the advantages to be gained from the proper 
employment of architects not only as designers of individual | 
but as town planners. But the skill and experience of experts was 
national and municipal leaders needed courage and 
vision as well, so that every city could plan for a century to come

\ general meeting of the Royal Institute of the Architects of 
Ireland was held on 1 April 1937, at 8 Merrion Square, Dublin. 
[he President (Mr. H. Allberry) occupied the chair, and amongst 
those present were : Messrs. Manning Robertson, Vincent Kelly, 
Yr.
